PRESENT: Comrades Hall, Johnson, Lightf opt, Lumer, Meyers, Mitchell, 
Patterson, Potash, Proctor, Ristorucci, Rubin, Tynor, Zagarell.

1. Estimate of auto situation - Comrade Dennis reporting. 

v The estimate of the G!1 settlement contained in the Labor Commission 
statement in the Daily World was not repeated, the reporter express- 
ing his agreement" with it. Chrysler is trying to drive a harder bar- 
gain with the use of the large-scale lay-offs. They seem to want a 
strike so that compensation won't have to be paid. The union is say- 
ing there will be no strike benefits which looks like preparation for 
a cheap settlement. 

There is much ill feeling among the workers. The widening of the 
differential between younger workers during probationary period and 
the others is especially bad, encouraging the company to turn workers 
over quickly and" to use this astdisciplinary weapon. In tool and die 
shops 60% are "casual" workers. There are letters of understanding, 
including one on absenteeism which are as enforceable as the contract; 
but the membership was unable to vote on them. ^There will be oven 
greater piling up of grievances as umpires now have a "reasonable 
length of time" to decide rather than a fixed 30 days. Reuther had 
consciously traded off deteriorated grievance procedures, production 
standards and safety, with the worst contract in _GM. 

There was a class collaborationist and not class struggle approach to 
the contract. There were no membership meetings 'til they wanted 
Local 160 to go back to work on pretext of anti-pollution work and 
the members rejected this. Tbey did hold some classes and a couple 
of demonstrations of retirees on '30 and out" which was pretty safe but 
they avoided membership mobilization because they were afraid of the 
young militant workers in the shops. Ratification meetings wore held 
under duress, with the workers sold the argument it was 50 cents and 
their not having confidence the union would get them any more. 

Before, the union leadership was dominated by Reuther personnel and 
politics jbut even then it was a coalition. Taken as a whole /the 
leadership is class collaborationist but has various ideological cur- 
rents. On political action the role of leadership has been to snuff 
out independent action. There are socialist, social democratic and 
Trotskyist influences in leadership and also some plain trade union 
men, good and bad. In relation to Black workers the leadership is 
completely insensitive. Following the contract, the dog -fight for 
the Reuther machine will intensify. The development of the rank-and» 
file is crucial. The leadership can be moved as seen on the reversal 
on local settlements before the national contract. This time produc- 
tion workers got the biggest share of the pie and skilled workers did 
not have a contract veto. 

UAW history and structure^ among most democratic, with caucuses of all 
kinds being traditional. Gradually curbs on rank-and-file have de- 
veloped like monthly meetings no longer being mandatory. Older work- 
ers tend to support the leadership mainly because they see no alterna- 
tive and there* is none right now. 90% of the young and Black are 
anti-leadership and very dissatisfied with the union. There are 
leadership turnovers but to other older workers who are not too dif- 
ferent since there is no organic ti ion. Younger workerSjWhen it comes 
to the crunch are not anti-union and were active, in the strike. The 
League of Revolutionary workers was neutral toward the strike on 
grounds of a racist leadership but are not being followed. The coming 
local and national elections are crucial. There is dynamite in the 
situation but what kind of leadership will come in? If the elections 
are tied to a fight ot. shop conditions and contract enforcement and 
all progressives actually run for stewards and local office, results 
can be gotten for the workers. Some estimate was made of our strength 
in auto in Michigan. . During the strike we participated in efforts to" 
build Black caucuses but with not much success on that or other rank- 
and-file forms. 2,000 papers were distributed weekly mainly at GM 
and in Flint and contacts wore made and some recruits should result 
from this with some time. The Daily World coverage was pretty good 
but not enough of it was in tho"l?hursday paper which was used for 
distributions. This was considered a political question.

The* .level of union coiQbiousness was not as high W it used to be and 
there was always the danger of an attempt" to bring together anti-union 
and racist forces And attract "some youth but it was considered that" — 
ruling class tactics did not acll for a frontal attack on the union 
and that any such attack could be defeated without question. 

It would take a strong rank and file movement to compel leadership to 
fight hard on grievances and safety. Many grievances were washed out 
in the settlement. There is a real problem whether the workers' 
needs can be met on a one company at a time or piecemeal basis. : " 
Pisher in Flint disbanded the plant, began truck production with a 
new work force so that workers after 100 day strike found themselves 
\ without jobs. The steward who fights for the worker is in a precari- 
ous position. Forms of struggle need to be developed to meet these 
problems. , . 

The settlement was a mixed bag. It was not a defeat. UAW got what 
it could without a mobilization of membership. If you look at what 
the company was trying to do and the actual result, they did not suc- 
ceed in weakening the union or on the question of money even though 
the actual new money was really only about 6 cents, A 1-3/4 cents 
equalization fund for hard duty jobs is to be applied at the local "" 
level in a year from now. ■•.._. . 

It would not be good for a general union rank-and-file group to call 
for a rank and file caucus in auto. A group of auto workers could do 
so. The Daily World could have a spread on auto- if it dealt with the 
problems auto workers faced and avoided anything that would be sub- 
ject to attack as interference in the internal affairs of the union. 
A Party pamphlet could also be issued on auto if it exercised the 
same care in treatment. Rank-and-file movements should be organized 
around concrete issues of local grievances, health and safety, con- 
tract enforcement. Every comrade should organise a group around him- 
self or participate in an -existing meaningful caucus. 

Discussio n : There were those in our ranks who wanted to avoid any 
criticism of the union leadership because it is a center union. On 
the other hand, we should not put them in the same bag with Meany. 
The problem is to develop rank-and-file forms and struggles on prob- 
lems at the point of production. The big turnover hinders this. 
There are special problems in the union with regard to racism and the 
discouragement of Black workers from organizing. The leadership 
favors the skilled. The UAW did not give a program for the industry ' 
and our Party did not get its program very far off of paper and de- 
velop it. There is nov; a merciless productivity drive with no fear 
of the union. In Tarrytown firings took place right after the strike 
on framed up charges. We -need a more planned, long-range company 
and industry-wide approach. The attempt is not to break up the union 
but to take out its guts and leave a hollow shell. But there is a 
question of developing not only class consciousness but even trade 
union consciousness. Some felt that the* monopolies had really gotten 
just about what they wanted in the settlement, especially consider- 
ing that the money was less than, in previous settlements. There was 
a plan to sell the contract to the workers by the union. Here was a 
center leadership running interference for the company and it could 
do it more effectively than a more rightist union leadership. Some 
felt that a Woodcock could become in many ways even more effective 
and vicious than a Meany. . . ; - , .

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Angela Davi s Dafej^p - Comrade Rubin reportiiA 



The report was on observations of the work in the 4 .West .Coast dis-„ 
tricts and by the Party in relation "to the national defense office. 
It was intended .only as an opener to. get at possible policy questions. 
Comrade Rubin's, tour had ended December 21. Washington - The ap- 
proach is to build 50 community, shop and school committees to give 
it firm roots at base and bring them together for an even wider com- 
mittee than the original city-wide committee of mainly younger move- 
ment people, Black and white. In number of pieces and quality, some 
of the best literature was produced there, A top district committee 
keeps' on top of work. There is a need simultaneously with building 
of the 50 committees to reach leading personalities and existing or- 
ganiztions. Oregon - For small district a good beginning committee 
with peace and religious forces, high school students, some actions, 
and literature. Weakness is with respect to Black community ^but it 
is beginning to be overcome. Northern California - Prior to the 
extradition, actions had been held and meetings with an area-wide 
committee and at least beginning committees in- 41 counties with sub- 
stantial numbers of Black and white, mainly movement type youth in- 
volved. There was the problem of Organizational inexperience and at 
that time lack of materials from the national defense office that led 
to a certain groping for direction and activity. It was decided to 
bring some additional forces into play to guarantee drawing in broadaz 
personalities and groups with Comrade Mickey to play important role 
directly. One of problems hero and elsewhere was that of older white 
forces with certain kinds of broad contacts working properly with the 
younger Black forces in leadership and accepting their leadership. 
Southern California - The National Office has had problem of being 
both the national office and the local office. In several communities 
the Party initiated coaraaittees and the National Office stimulated an 
artists committee, UCLA professors committee. A number of actions 
were held. The names of personality-type sponsors within the 1 mil- 
lion sponsors were quite limited in breadth and where they came from - 
almost exclusively from Southern California, New York and broadest 
from Michigan with a few each from Connecticut, New England, Eastern 
Pennsylvania, Wisconsin, Colorado and South. There were probably more 
not turned in. List of committees in country was also most limited, 
almost exclusively to what we initiated and none in a dozen states 
where we have some Party organization but probably come existed, that 
the office did not have. The number of sizable financial contribu- 
tions was also quite limited, though the total income was a significant 
start. . _ ~" - 

National Office and Committee was mainly younger Black militants with 
a handful of white movement type youth all relatively inexperienced 
but good people. Older whites tended to serve as technicians) give 
some advice but not an on-going working part of organization, reflect- 
ing both their own weaknesses and problems of approach to drawing 
them in. There was a need to try and draw in some of the broader 
sponsors and not assume none would do more than lend their names and 
to set them in motion in own circles in building related expressions. 
A Party Committee of Franklyn and Kendra Alexander, Lou Diskin and 
"Dorothy Healey was established responsible to the District Board and 
through it to the National Party Defense Committee and the Political 
Committee. Discussions were held in this committee of how to help 
the mass defense and its organization develop with the knowledge that 
our ideas would not necessarily be completely accepted by the mass 
organizations. Ideas came up for an office manager and for an ad- 
ministrator to coordinate activity of the committees and assure ef- 
ficiency in servicing committees around the country and getting the 
material o **.

The problem of how to guarantee continual development of the campaign) 
wa3 discussed. Ideas included: The delivery of the sponsor sig- 
natures as each high point in numbers was reached, birthday parties 
for Angela, January 26th in a couple of cities, Madison Square Garden 
type reallies with major cultural figures in 5 or 6 cities all on the 
same week with preparation of a film from them {in a few months) , 
street actions around the time of extradition, development of forms 
and committees for expression of special interest groups, etc. Dates 
of the court procedure would also provide a certain development. It 
was agreed that in order to relieve some of the burden from Los Angeles 
and make use of the best ties and talents around the country, com- 
mittees in different cities should be asked to take responsibility for 
developing some special forms for expression country-wide of a par- 
ticular interest group that they would initiate, making use of their 
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own contacts and those of the Los Angeles office. Committees in' the • 
following- places would be asked to take- the~following areas of nation- 
al responsibility: Labor - Chicago; political action figures - 
Detroit: Black v/omeri - Hew York; Church - New York and Chicago and 
Los Angeles together; professors - Southern and Northern California; 
Cultural - Los Angeles and New York, same on lawyers, International - 
New York. Students and Youth - get thinking of YWLL. With respect to 
the idea of a number of broad co-chairmen nationally together with 
Henry Winston, there seemed to be some resistance but then agreement 
to go ahead with the earlier decision. A number of key problems 
emerged on the trip: " ; 

1.= The level of sentiment, individual expressions and potential was 
"much beyond the level of organization. The proposals, including those 

on how to develop from one stage to another and not dissipate ;do not 
.yet fully answer this. " - 

2. Party mobilization is uneven; Big 'spontaneous reaction by our 
membership and League but without sufficient depth of understanding" 
except on part of relatively few to- guarantee continued high level of 
activity by really large sections of membership. The lack of under- 
standing is on the objective importance of the case to the whole re- 
lationship of forces arid fight to block the" path to the right. The 
ruling class has made it a test. It cannot be aside from" the mass 
work and tasks of everyone^ no matter where they are and far from 
being a task on the side .has the- potential of being one of the power- 
ful avenues through which the coalition against war, racism and re- 
pression will be built. 

3. There are various kinds of narrowness reflected in "different 
places. Some were mentioned. Also fears of drawing in broader 
forces on grounds that the proper political line of defense might be 
lost and attempts to draw all forms directly under the one committee 
rather than cooperating efforts. Tendencies to be too afraid of 
criticism from the left. There is hesitancy to make anyone but the 
prosecutor in the case the target for- demands and not to include 
Reagan and Nixon on grounds they are too reactionary to be influenced; 
and left will hit us on this. Tendencies to skirt both the issue of 
innoccence on grounds of not wanting to be in a defensive posture and 
the question of whether a victory "can be won in the courts, tenden- 
cies to over-stress the content of Angela's ideas and thereby the 
danger of slipping into that, as the overall basis of defense, avoid- 
ing any expression of disagreement with Jonathan's actions even with- 
in identification with his aspirations, ^8ome of these questions seemed 
to, be holding up the basic, brochure.

4. On finances, over $200;000 will be needed for the legal aspects 
aloneand the enemy is spreading the lie that funds will be misused. 
To got around this and make it easier to raise such money, perhaps 
an unassailable separate legal fund is needed. 

. Frahklyn reported on the status of the Los Angeles office and dis- 
cussed the political questions in extended remarks. The work of the 
office is beginning to move forward. The statement for 1 million 
sponsors is out and Abt's speech' in L03 Angeles. At the time of the 
extradition actions were held including a Christmas Vigil of 500 in 

.Northern Colifbrnia. There have been many problems including that 
of being both national and local committee and now need to have an 
extension of the national office in the Bay Area." A big problem in 
the office is stationery. Need is for travelling and a real mass 
media approach with a press bureau. The attornies which are how 
public were reported on. On the Co-Chairmen there was the problem of 
whether they would be honorary or play some role and who could be 
gotten for what. Letters had now gone out to several with' the re- 
quest to become such.

.Comrade Alexander felt it was not true that there were concessions 
to leftist pressure. He also felt that to direct demands, to Nixon 
and' Reagan in addition would be to take away from confidence in 
winning the case.

At the N.C. he felt he may have alienated some with 
how he put it; but felt Jonathan was handled one-sidedly which hamper- 
ed us from doing battle. It was put in moral and* psychological 
terms and we didn't deal with the absence of a mass movement that 
Jonathan could see would free political prisoners. It is not pos- 
sible to receive a fair trial but we will exhaust the court system. 
The only thing, though, that can free her is the action of the masses. 



There is a need for mfjb experienced cadre all oS and nationally * 
and to be able to see open Party people in this struggle^ He felt * ». 
..the Legal. Defense -Fund idea- would -be good. -He reported on Eldredgc - 
Cleaver's attack on the Party as using Angela and doing the work of 
the pig. The Party needed to take this on publicly. The Defense 
Committee should ask the Panthers to state whore they now stand on 
the defense. Actions are needed for January 5 opening of pre-trial. 
A hundred people of means should be gotten to say now they* will stand 
bail for Angela, 

General discussion . The sentiment and potential already exhibited 
was tremendous ant" we had to raise our level of leadership to it and 
help organize it on the broadest possible basis. While trying to 
build the national and local defense committees themselves as broad 
as possible we had to set in motion broader forces that would not 
express themselves directly through the committees. Even broader sugr* 
gostions were made for possible co-chairman along with Comrade 
Winston. The concensus was that it was necessary to direct the fire 
not only at the prosecutor but also at Reagan and Nixon. No one 
would understand that the prosecutor alone was responsible. for the 
frame-up. The concensus also was that we had to be careful not to 
give rise to the idea that it was impossible to win at the trial 
court level. Experience at the trial court level in the Smith Act, 
etc. did not rule it out or if not won there , that it could not be 
won on appeal or by clemency and therefore open up other kinds of 
speculation and pessimism. Left on their own the courts will not 
provide a fair trial but there is already mass pressure and it will 
be much more. 

We will need to deepen Party consciousness on a continuous basis and 
keep it on all our agendas. What is being built is a movement and 
not just a committee. Pull page ads of personalities are needed and 
many broad forms The world movement and role of the parties is the 
best ever and we must find ways to use it here. It is clear the 
Panthers have dropped the issue of Angela. We need a piece of materi- 
al in the name of the Party for mass distribution on the struggle. 
There is now greater clarity on differences of approach and narrowing 
of differences which should make it easier "to got the materials 
and work needed faster. Finances for the legal aspects are an emer- 
gency question now. There is the possibility of getting a national 
student strike based on major youth and student organizations support- 
ing it. The rank-and-file movement is putting out a mass piece of 
literature ^ for unionists. Ideas on cultural figures who have spoken 
out, reaching into church circles and the Black press were discussed. 
The need for a fund raiser was stressed. The League has made it its 
foremost activity but often lacks experience in the broadest ways of 
working. 

Alongside the grpundswell of support has been much evidence of the 
influence of red-baiting and of the CRus's in the Black community. 
There has been a problem of this kind in the Black women's group and 
in getting co-chairman of the New York Committee with Comrade 
.Mitchell. Some of the community meetings in New York were reported 
and the development among cultural figures including an affair with 
them for February 2. A regional meeting of the defense organisation 
is taking place January 9th for the Bast and after similar meetings 
elsewhere, there will be a national meeting. There is a New York 
Student Committee. The Defense Commission has hot been giving suf- 
ficient leadership to the work and we need to develop a planned work 
approach by the Party, including on personnel, with the commissions 
answering the Org. Bureau in writing what they plan to do and the 
question of personnel for it. The fight has to be made for Comrade 
Angela Davis to have the right to have her own ideology. 

Comrade Dennis reported on the activity in Michigan which was among 

the broadest, involving top trade union, Black community, NAACP, forces 

and elected officials. An effort was being prepared by some of the 

boldest forces to press the NAACP Convention on the question. The " 

main approaches arc to shop workers with the aim of gradually building 
up to short stoppages. 

With respect to answering Cleaver, there were some questions of form, 
treatment and place of answering him that were referred to the Black 
Liberation Commission. 

Othe r Conclusions : (1) The reports wore approved with the Org. Bureau

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. \ , " Fundamental lfRhe monopoly circles cont^ie to 
follow an aggressive, reactionary policy both at home and 
abroad. These policies have found a more clear T echo in 
the Nixon Administration. f 

There are shifts in the tactical policies that 
these forces follow. The shifts in the tactical policies are 
reflections of the resistance and the problems that they 
face in carrying out their reactionary policies. For 
example, they followed one tactical policy from the begin- 
ning of the Nixon administration through the 1970 elections. 
This was based on demagogy around the troop withdrawals from 
Vietnam while expanding the war into Cambodia. The Nixon Asia 
policy, as it applied in the "Vietnamineation" of the aggres- 
sion in Vietnam, has now become much clearer. It is a 
policy of putting greater stress on the organization, financ- 
ing and leading of national armed forces, the greater 
use of smaller para-military groups directed by the CIA. 
This activity is designed to take place under a canopy 
of massive U.S. air power. The troop withdrawal tactic 
was related to this shift in U.S. policies. 

Until the elections a domestic policy was 
based on putting some breaks on the inflation by cutting 
living standards, more taxes on the poor, cuts in govern- 
ment spending, in housing, road building and all social 
welfare projects. These policies added to and speeded up 
the crisis development in the economy. These economic 
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policies were coupled by the line of sharp attacks on all 
liberals and progressives and the attempt to create an 
atmosphere of hysteria. 

It was these tactical policies that received a 
setback in the 1970 elections* The electorate, but especially 
the, working class, the Black Americans, overwhelmingly voted 
against these policies. The 1970 elections vere a shock 
to these forces. 

Now there is some readjustment. The Nixon ad- 
ministration has moved to deficit government spending, to 
easier credit and money policies. This is a confession 
that capitalism cannot function without the artificial 
governmental economic stimulation. 

Cut these steps have created new pressures. 
Inflation has been given a new stimulant. Therefore, 
prices and taxes will go up. 

The new moves to expand the aggression in Indochina 
has set off a new wave of mass resistance to these policies. 

■During the Cambodian invasion the mass upheaval 
forced the Administration to agree not to use ground troops 
in Cambodia and Laos. Because of the defeats the forces 
of South Vietnam have suffered in Laos; this has created a 
new dilemma for the Administration. 

It is generally an accepted conclusion that while 

U.S. imperialism militarily and even economically could 

» 

continue the aggression in Vietnam — that politically it 
cannot. The political situation in the United States is 
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such that any long-tern continuation would create political ' 

T 
explosions.- Therefore, what is new is that the internal 

political pressures are beginning to build up measurably. 
This is by far the most important factor propelling 
the withdrawal of troops from Indochina. The Nixon Ad- 
ministration would like to reverse or halt this process. 
,But it is a very difficult thing to do because of the 
political situation. The 1970 elections, in this sense, 
left some very deep political tracks that will last for some ' 
time. 

It seems to me the U.S. -Saigon dilemma is shortly 
going to reach some very decisive turning points. On the 
one hand, it is almost impossible for the Nixon Administra- 
tion to postpone for very long the pull-out of at least U.S. 
ground troops. There will come a point when the puppet government 
in Saigon will be forced to consider alternatives to the 
present course. The defeats in Laos have greatly added 

1 

to the dilemma that they face. Amongst the alternatives 
will be the consideration of some form of coalition in 
government. Of course, we cannot dismiss the possible 
alternative of overcoming the dilemma by provacative and 
'irresponsible action including the invasion of North Vietnam. 
But there is no question that the situation is headed 
for a critical point.

It- seems that the basic policies of U.S. imperial- 
ism continues (1) to make no basic concessions or agreements 
on any real substantial questions, but (2) to continue to 
build an image that the Nixon Administration is "negotiating". 
What their policy says is that agreements are not possible 
or necessary but it is important policy in the United 
States to keep the dialogue going with the Soviet Union. 
The fact that the Nixon Administration is forced to try to 
keep an image of "reasonableness" and "negotiations" with 
the Soviet Union is a reflection of the basic political moods 
of the people of the United States. 

The U.S. policy towards the events in Chile is 

the same as the Nixon Asia policy. To get either Chilean 

■i 
or some other Latin American ground forces under the cover 

of a U.S. air armada, to move against the government of Chile. 
It is this same policy that the U.S. follows in the Mid East 
— the ground troops are of Israel, but the weapons and, es- 
pecially the air forces, are U.S. 

Regarding the U.S. policy towards China, it pushes 
the same policy which is that whatever fits into its anti- 
Soviet policy plans are acceptable. 

About questions related to the popular image 
of the Soviet Union in the United States. Contrary to 
past periods, the Soviet Union is not considered the aggressor 
nor an immediate threat by any section of the people of 
the United States. It is generally seen as a stable, firm 
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reasonable state. This does not mean that masses do not 
accept many of the anti-Soviet falsehoods that are being 
spread. There are some rather serious emotional reactions 
in Jewish circles. The reactionary circles have been 
able to use the nationalism that has emerged as a result 
of the question of Israel. There is no question that Zionism 
as it influences Jewish nationalism, has emerged as a serious 
handle for imperialism, 'She- broader Jewish circles the question- 
of Jews in the Soviet Union is very much a secondary issue. 
This has been and remains a very difficult situation, 
especially for Jewish communists because there is the very 
high wave of Jewish nationalism. On this question it 
would seem to me that the reactions of the Jews in' the 
Soviet Union to this campaign in the imperialist countries 
is too little, too late and in too low a key. Silence by 
Jews in the Soviet Union is used very effectively by the 
reactionary forces in the United States. 

From here it generally seems that there should 
be a quicker and more dramatic response to the lies and 
propaganda in the United States. 

There is a very specific area in this ideological 

struggle that- I want to mention. For some time the 

imperialist propaganda machine has worked overtime in creating 

,...y ' 
the image that the Soviet Union is not now a working class 

state, that it does not relate to questions of the class 



struggle in the capitalist world* Of course, t^e Maoist 
propaganda has been very helpful in promoting this U.S. 
imperialist falsehood. 

A word about the cultural exchange programs. There 
is, of course, the special problems now because of the 
attacks by the extremist elements in the Zionist movement. 
The cancellation of the Bolshio Ballet tour in the U.S. 
because of these attacks on Soviet cultural figures, I think 
V/as well understood by broad sections of the American people. 
Frankly, I think it had a good effect. But there are 
some other problems about the cultural exchange. Workers 
and the poor simply do not have, money to pay for the 
high priced tickets which are charged as Soviet Cultural 
figures appear. Therefore, inadvertently, it creates the 
image that this is an operation that only the high or the 
middle class can see. I really don't know what to 
suggest, but if the promoters of these events in the U.S. 
would be asked to consider performances either promoted by 
some trade Unions or people's organizations — it, might be 
of help in this situation. 

There is a general question of the propaganda 
battle that' goes on between the two world systems. We 
have a general problem, in that much of * the material from 
the Socialist countries does not reach broad masses. 
The polemics that are very good don't reach masses. There 
is much good material that is published but they are not 
getting to broader masses. It is my opnion that this 
is not an insurmountable problem.

One of the areas of tremendous interest now in 
the U.S. is the question of environment. The 
pollution of the environment. There are millions of young 
people who are now seriously concerned whether the human 
race can survive because of the environmental problem, 
if capitalism continues as the social system! The placement 
of the fundamental position of the Soviet Union, in pro- 
tecting and guarding the environment can have some very 
deep-going effects in the United States. There is more 
concern about this question than possibly any other question 
in the United States now." 
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"Comrade Gus Hall has asked me to convey to you 
the following thought in addition to the enclosed 
memorandum: 

He is sorry he cannot, at such short notice, 
fulfill your specific request for an analysis of public 
attitudes in our country regarding United States - USSR 
relations. At this moment he is very much involved in 
mobilizing our party and the working class for economic 
demands, including the alleviation of unemployment, as 
well as cementing the unity of the peace forces . 

His report ■ at the November Plenum of oir National 
Committee is still basically valid and correct. He hopes 
to be able to bring this analysis up to date shortly as 
we prepare for our National Committee Meeting in early 
March, He will convoy $ome of his ideas to you as soon 
a3 possible. He caHfi your^ttention to the "New York 
Times" of February i!2 rurwrCins US-UGSR re3.atlons as "a - 
good reflection of tho thinking of a most important section 
of US monopoly cnp:Ua:r.tmfl, Tho Harriman speeches of the 
;iast; row wuoks wU;Mi m'tcaroU it* tho "Now York Tltwn 11 of 
February 21 and February 22, are a part of this thinking 
that is, the need for some understanding between US and 
USSR regarding the important question on the limitation or 
armaments. 

Other late developments that should be considered 
are the pubHc statements of Senator Edward Kennedy, 
Senator Muskie in his statement, goes beyond the Democratic 
Party declaration of policy of February 24, Muskie demand 
an end of the war in in da-China, and a troop withdrawal 
date for not later than the end of 1971* 

Senator Kennedy has made similar pronouncements. 
Undoubtedly, these positions are based on the latest 
Gallup poll, which reflected that 73$ of the US public 
want an immediate withdrawal of troops from Indo -China. 

In the memorandum Gus Hall is forwarding to you, 
Mh^rQ he deals with Jewish nationalism in US, and raised ^ 
the question of the no fed for a more democratic response 
to the anti-USSR lies and propaganda of US imperialism and 
Zionism, he has in mind n very concrete question, which 
he hopes to y-u. Xs it not possible to hold massive 
demonstrations of t-nr, of thousands of anti-Zionist Jews 
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in the capitals of Socialist countries? Such demonstrations 
could also be organized in the imperialist countries of 
Great Britian, France and others, where there are large 
Jewish populations ♦ General statements by a few outstanding 
Jewish Communist Party leaders are insufficient.

On February 10, 1971, JACK KLING, State Secretary 
of the Illinois District, Communist Party, USA (CPUSA), 
made the following comments concerning current problems he 
is having in the Illinois District, CPUSA: 

During February, 1971, the CPUSA conducted a full- 
time training school in Chicago, Illinois, for 29 members of 
the Young Workers' Liberation League (YWLL) . This was a 
national school and took place with no connection with* the 
Illinois District of the Party. Although this was a national 
school, it is customary to contact the local district leader- 
ship and perhaps even invite some district leaders to speak 
before the school. However, in the case of this school, no 
one contacted the district, even though some leading people 
from the National Office of the CPUSA were conducting the 
school, including l [ a member of the National 

Committee, CPUSA/ KLING indicated he is going to complain b7c 

about this to the National Office, CPUSA. 

KLING then discussed the behavior of those in 
attendance at this school. He stated they behaved very 
badly. Housing was provided for these young people in the 
homes of Party people and these youths apparently messed 
things up pretty badly. They did not even treat these 
people like comrades. 

KLING said it finally dawned on him that since the 
school was coming to an end last week, perhaps the district 
ought to hold a party or supper for the students. In this 
way, people in the district could meet these young people and 
the youths could be introduced to some district leaders as 
well as to some national leading people in the Party- KLIN G 
contacted the National fiff^o *vf tu CPUSA and | | bo

cost, as a result, the supper for the youths was held. KLING 
was chairman for the affair and insisted that CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT 
speak.

KLING said he is 
going through hell with the antics of LIGHTFOOT. Although 
nominally the leader of the district, LIGHTFOOT Just does 
what he pleases. 

KLING also had a disagreement with LIGHTFOOT con- 
cerning the fire that had destroyed the CP-rented quarters 
at Madison and Central, Chicago, the site of the new Marxist 
school which LIGHTFOOT intended to open. LIGHTFOOT wanted 
to make a public charge that the "enemy" had burned the 
place down because it was being used by communists. KLING 
finally was able to calm LIGHTFOOT down by persuading him 
that if he made this charge, no other landlord would rent to 
him. 

KLING then displayed a letter that LIGHTFOOT had 
sent out soliciting sponsors and donations for his new 
school, KLING stated this letter is "atrocious." LIGHTFOOT 
originally stated that he wanted this to be a broad school 
with hundreds of people from all political areas as sponsors. 
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The letter which UGHTFOOT sent out contained a list of 

sponsors, 90% of whom are members of the CP and the rest 

are Black Panthers, The content of the letter itself is 

horrible from a communist point of view, said KLING. 

These people have embraced the ELDRIDGE CLEAVER concept 

that the CPUSA defense of ANGELA DAVIS is a sell-out to 

the government. According to KLING, LIGHTFOOT sent this 

letter out to all the CP of Illinois clubs without even 

showing it to the leadersh ip of the d istrict. The only

KLING then related that when HENRY WINSTON was 
in Chicago a few months ago he had met with OSCAR BROW. 
HENRY WINSTON and OSCAR BROWN had agreed, that a big campaign 
should be started In Chicago to get blacks into television. 

They felt this would be 
a worthwhile project, would get mass support, and would be 
a feather in the cap of the CP.

I "H and JESSE JACKSON are honorary cnair- 
men. This committee is planning some action for April 3 and 
4, 1971, KLING was very enthusiastic about this new committee 
which he believes has great possibilities. KLING stated that 
this committee is much broader than the National Coalition 
Against War, Racism, and Repression. 

KLING then raised the problem of finances in the 
Illinois District of the Party, He recalled that the district 
used to get from $800 to $1,000 per year from the fund maintained 
by NATALIE MYERS. When HALL instructed that that fund should 
be liquidated, this source of funds was cut off and HALL had 
agreed that the Party would replace it. KLING stated that he 
needs a little more than $200 immediately and perhaps a few 
hundred dollars later. It was learned that as a result of 
KLING' s request, $500 from CPUS A reserve funds was delivered 
to KLING on February 12, 1971. 

KLING is very discouraged. He recited all of the 
above because he said he just had to get it off his chest. 
He said he had talked to his wife about these things until 
the early hours the day before and had about reached the 
stage where he wanted to throw in the sponge.

•of monopolistic subsidies, as a result of which they could . t 
devote full time to speaking and writing- about the danger of 
the new isolationism. It is clear that they were concerned 
about the debacle in South Vietnam leading to a situation 
in which it would be impossible for United States of America - 
imperialism to continue anywhere its aggressive P°l ici es. . 
Their fear was not only that the masses would arrive at tnis : 
conclusion, but that sections of the capitalist class also 
would do so. !This would create an untenable political' 

situation.

This document contains neither recommendations nor' conclusions of 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI).

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',- These fears were well grounded, for such a situation 
is slowly developing. More and more, leading spokesmen in 
the United States of America are openly expressing the 
opinion that the United States of America cannot afford 
to pursue its current aggressive policies. In all levels 
of society the dominant thought is ^ that American capitalism 
cannot solve domestic policies while pursuing present foreign 
policies. This thought is echoed by mayors, state governors, 
' and the majority of senators* 

Nixon's latest foreign policy statement reflects 
this fear. His statement that the United States of America 
(USA) must adjust its foreign committments is a recognition 
of the pressure to retreat. But he also expressed the fear 
of -retreating too fast, and spoke of the danger of the new 
isolationism. ■ . ' ' 

We are witnessing a new series of pressures for 
withdrawal of American forces from South Vietnam, these 
pressures coming from all sides. There will be new mass 
action in the weeks to come. Concern and uneasiness are now 
increasing in sections of capitalism. Unless Nixon proposes 
other dramatic plans for withdrawal, he will be a one-term 
president. 

The economic situation is the factor that * ' 
generates the most pressure for a change in foreign policy. 
The current dilemma is a serious one. The Nixon Administration's 
steps to halt the run-away inflation by cutting government 
spending came at a time when the economic cycle was headed 
downward. Government action helped to cause a depression. 
The ranks of the unemployed swelled, the monopoly- business 
suffered. This situation became a boomerang in the 1970 
elections, and the Nixbn-Agnew forces suffered a serious 
defeat. Since the editions, the administration has taken a 
1 number of steps to stimulate the economy: Government 
spending has been increased, the Federal Reserve Bank has 
made money available, interest rates have been cut, and 
corporation taxes have been cut. These steps have sowed 
down somewhat the downward slide of the economy, but are 
having disastrous side effects. 
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Prices are rising even faster than before,, and 
othe inflationary spiral has now resumed its upward flight. 
' Nixon 1 s actions prove again that monopoly capital cannot 
operate without government .'pump priming* The Nixon 
Administration has moved from one frying pan to another. ^ 

'. The present economic problems, and the feeling 
that they cannot be resolved as long as the USA is involved 
in Indo-China, are the main factors in the pressure for 
withdrawals. The fear of isolationism is not limited to 
Indo-China; it is also a fear that American imperialism may 
be forced to retreat on all fronts. This shift in mass 
■outlook, and in the ou. look of important sections of 
capitalism, is the most important factor in molding 
events* , ' ■ * . ' ' 

In the past, demagogy about the domino threat 
' of communism sustained the policies of aggression. The 
conviction that the USA cannot be the world policeman 
restraining communism now is accepted by the majority, 
including leading USA spokesmen. The demagogic threat 
has lost most of its effectiveness. 

Whether it be going to the moon, or waging a war 
in Vietnam, nothing matters as long as domestic problems 
remain unsolved. 

*'■ There are indications of new splits in the ranks 
of the capitalists. Some are now supporting a hard line, 
which is a move to the right. Nixon* s rhetoric is intended to 
satisfy those leaning toward a policy of retreat on the part 
of the USA. His actions are in support of the continuance 
of aggression. The expansion of the war into Laos is 
having some serious repercussions. 

In Soviet USA relations, Nixon desires to create 
the impression that he is willing to negotiate. Basically, 
however, he is continuing anti-Soviet policies. It is 
' necessary to expose the inconsistency between Nixon's words 
and deeds - between actual policies and empty rhetoric - 
between negotiations and serious attempts to resolve problems.

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January 18-20, 1971 



During the period January 12-17, 1971, MAX WEIN- 
STEIN of Chicago, Illinois, was in New York City for the 
purpose of checking into the current situation of several 
business ventures of the Communist Party, USA (CPUSA) . One 
of the business ventures that WEINSTEIN checked into was 
the travel agency with which VALENTINE BURTAN and LEM HARRIS 
are associated. In going over the books, WEINSTEIN deter- 
mined that the agency had* a profit during 1970 of about 
$20,000. About $14,000 was turned over to the CPUSA during 
that same period. A portion of this amount, $7,000, was 
paid to the CPUSA- in the form of providing transportation 
without reimbursement for delegates from across the country 
traveling to the national conference on the rank and file 
trade union movement. 

According to WEINSTEIN, neither BURTAN nor HARRIS 
accepts any salary from the travel agency. HARRIS seems to 
have his own independent income and BURTAN must have some 
money put away or is working at some other job as well from 
which he derives an income. 

It was decided that the wife of GEORGE MEYERS will 
begin working full time at the travel agency. She has been 
going to the Pan-American school which trains travel agents 
and is to finish during the week of January 25, 1971. Up 
till now, there has been no one working in that office full 
time. Furthermore, up until the first of this year, the 
travel agency did not even maintain a set of books. Part of 
WEINSTEIN's task while he was in New York City was to set up 
such a set of books, which he has done. 

WEINSTEIN also inspected the books of the Party's 
printing establishment, Prompt Press. He stated that the 
press did a million dollars worth of business during 1970 
but suffered tens of thousands of dollars worth of losses. 
At this time, the press owes $50,000 in taxes and $7,000 in 
duties on the shipment of new printing equipment which has 
been received from East Germany. I I 

| | claimed that the business made a profit 
during 1970, even though the business has the above debts. 
According to WEINSTEIN, the books of the business show that 
the business was losing money all the time. The reason this 
did not appear in the books was because they did not include 
some major items in the overhead of the busin ess. 
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In regard t o Agvar Chemicals, Inc., WEINSTEIN stated 
J is now in Hungary. She left during the 



week of January 11, 1971, on a business trip because she said 
that she had gotten some orders in Hungary. She also claimed 
to have sold some merchandise to the Soviet Union which she 
had been able to obtain from Dow Chemical. She had obtained 
some operating capital from GUS HALL, General Secretary, CPUS A, 
but claimed it was not enough. Before she left for Hungary, 
she had been complaining about this lack of money and the fact 
that she had left a ys nftn-noT-vony jnh to come in and handle

WEINSTEIN had discussed with JOSEPH BRANDT the pro- 
jected trip to Japan regarding business opportunities there 
with members of the Korean colony in Japan. BRANDT stated 
that the trip was now postponed until the end of February, 
1971. Since BRANDT wants WEINSTEIN to accompany him, WEINSTEIN 
asked if he could bring his wife with him and make this a vaca- 
tion trip as well. BRANDT stated that the Koreans would pay 
for MAX WEINSTEIN but not for his wife. WEINSTEIN voiced the 
intention of discussing this matter with GUS HALL and will 
ask HALL to pay the cost of his wife's travel. 

WEINSTEIN is still considering selling his business 
in Chicago, the Card Nook, and going to work full time for 
the CPUSA. WEINSTEIN stated that the only debt he has now 
is the $7,000 that he owes the Party as a result of a loan 
with which to purchase the Card Nook.

During the period February 12-13, 1971, while GUS 
HALL, General Secretary of the Communist Party, USA (CPUSA), 
was in Chicago, Illinois, he had the following comments to 
make: 

HALL stated that just prior to coming to Chicago, 
Illinois, he had been in Minnesota. He stated he had given 
a speech at Augsburg College, Minneapolis, Minnesota. This 
speech had been attended by hundreds of students. In addition, 
HALL had lectured to various groups of students. According to 
HALL, these students were interested for the most part in the 
questions of the war in Vietnam and pollution. The principal 
question in their minds was whether this society has the capacity 
to solve these problems. HALL stated that he pointed out to them 
that this society, which is based upon exploitation of the 
working class and on the profit motive, would find it much 
more difficult to solve these problems, if, indeed, it can 
solve them, than a socialist society. In addition to his 
meetings with students, HALL met in Minneapolis with a number 
of people, both Party and non -Party, including some college 
professors who specifically came to meet with him. 

While in Minnesota, HALL also visited with his family. 
He said that he found out that his family is just barely eking 
out an existence. The family has formed a corporation to en- 
compass all its business activities. He noted that his family 
only derives $200 a month from their store and that they have 
now gone to banks in order to get some loans. The family is 
not making any money from the horse breeding business which, 
of course, is not supposed to be their business but actually 
a business on behalf of the CPUSA. 

HALL discussed the CPUSA-f inanced business, Imported 
Publications, Inc., operated in Qhicago by NATAL IE MYERS. 
HALL stated that he has decided that this business should give 
a number of book stores some credit up to $1,000, guaranteed 
by the CPUSA, for purchases from Imported Publications. Included 
In this group are CP book stores in Minneapolis, New Haven, 
Buffalo, Pittsburgh, and Philadelphia. 

HALL stated that the CP organization in Minneapolis 
is doing a goo d job in buil ding the Party. In particular, HALL v )l 
mentioned that | 1 is doing a good job in Minnesota. 

However, HALL noted that they still do not ^^Si 'jf™ tn loader* blC 

In substance,. jfiffi^Oj^^^S^at is- 
f led with his trip to Minnesota. 
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HALL then discussed some problems in the National 
Office, CPUSA. HALL stated he is still having his problems 
with HENRY WINSTON, National Chairman, CPUSA. HALL was 
informed concerning the problems being experienced by JACK 
KLING, State Secretary, Illinois District, CPUSA, particularly 
his problems with CLAUDE XIGHTFOOT, Chairman of the Illinois 
District. HALL was made aware that KLING had reached the 
point where he was ready to quit as a result of LIGHTFOOT's 
attacks on him and as a result of the fact that LIGHTFOOT's 
activities have pushed I ....■* 

Illinois District, CPUSA, to the point where she has given the 
Party until next June or July to rectify this situation or she 
will resign. HALL indicated that he has similar problems in 
the National Office connected with HENRY WINSTON and other b6 
black leaders of the Party. As a consequence, it is doubtful 
that he will be able to be of much assistance In solving 6/C 
KLING's problems. He cited the following examples: 

HALL stated that in ad dition to HENRY WINSTON, others 
who are causing him problems are I I 

and the attitude of ANGELA DAVIS in regard to the CP defense 
efforts in her behalf. Furthermore, HALL is not at all happy 
with JAMES JACKSON. HALL could be satisfied with JACKSON'S 
activities if JACKSON would settle down to work; however, 
JACKSON always seems to get lost somewhere. This is true 
to such an extent that, when JACKSON returned from Venezuela 
recently, HALL had to press JACKSON very hard to get him to 
give a report to the Political Committee, CPUSA. When JACKSON 
gave his report, the report was so vague and general that it 
was worth nothing, 

HALL stated that HENRY WINSTON is obviously being 
consumed by bis black nationalism. He noted that TED BASSETT 
wrote an excellent reply to the attack on the CPUSA by ELDRIDGE 
CLEAVER of the Black Panther Party (BPP) . Yet, WINSTON attacked 
BASSETT for writing that article. The fact of the matter is 
that WINSTON condemns the Panthers privately but never moves a 
finger to condemn by name either the Panthers or the other 
revolutionaries. According to HALL, WINSTON encourages these 
black militants in their nationalism. If WINSTON would speak 
out , said HALL, the Party would not have these problems with 
the ] I with ANGELA DAVIS, with CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT, etc. DD 

WINSTON makes it impossible for GUS HALL and everyone else to b7C 
work. Of course, some of these problems are due to mistakes 
by white comrades. And WINSTON uses this apparent insensitivity 
on the part of white comrades. For example, a young black writer 
from the West Coast .named STEVEKSCE was brought into New York but 
is not being used at all. 
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In regard to the situation at the "Dally World," 
HALL noted that JOHN PITTMAN, Co-Editor of the "Daily 
World," is no longer actively participating. Although he 
is now home from the hospital, he has terminal cancer. 
Therefore, the main responsibility has fallen upon CARL 
WINTER and SI GERSON. However, both of these individuals 
sometimes show a lack of sensitivity in their relations 
with black people. 

HALL complained that HENRY WINSTON is trying to 
turn him into an office man. It is WINSTON'S practice 
to participate in everything that goes on and thus keeps 
his hand on the throttle. Now, he is trying to get HALL 
to participate in every minor meeting that is held. It 
is a frequent complaint by WINSTON that CPUSA staff meetings 
never discuss politics. However, WINSTON lets opportunities 
pass by where politics should be discussed and should be 
introduced by WINSTON. For example, STOKELY CARMICHAEL, 
former leader of the Student Non-Violent Coordinating Com- 
mittee (SNCC), recently wrote an article concerning the 
BPP and the concept of Pan-Africanism. CARMICHAEL condemned 
the Panthers in plain language in their posture on the use 
of force, attacks on police, confrontation tactics, etc, 
CARMICHAEL stated that such tactics will never make the , 
revolution or defeat imperialism. WINSTON did not take up 
this question and, of course, HALL could not debate the 
black leadership on this question. HALL stated that WINSTON 
could have voiced agreement with CARMICHAEL in his state- 
ments against Pan-Africanism and the Black Panthers, HALL 
stated that were it not for WINSTON'S loyalty to the Soviet 
Union, he does not know what WINSTON would do, 

HALL also stated that he has a problem in regard 
to the use to which the National Office is putting FRED 
(last name unknown), HALL'S current bodyguard. FRED has a 
background in trade union work and could make a good district 
organizer in some district of the Party. FRED is a good 
researcher and has been giving some help to HALL. As a 
consequence, HALL wanted to involve him in Party work in 
the National Office at the same time as he was acting as 
HALL'S bodyguard. Therefore, HALL had him assigned to the 
National Office. However, because of his abilities as a 
researcher, everyone in the office began to use him as their 
research man. Thus, he has had rather narrow experience. 
Actually, what HALL wanted them to do was to involve FRED 
in the work of all commissions In order to prepare him for 
use in a higher position, possibly as a district organizer. 
Therefore, HALL stated he intends to pull FRED out of the 
National Office so that he is not misused. 
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HALL also stated that he Intends to travel to 
Prague, Czechoslovakia, at the Invitation of the Central 
Committee, Communis t Party of Czechoslovakia, on approxi- 
mately March 16 or 17, 1971. He will spend approximately 
six or seven days In * Czechoslovak ia. He noted that a dele- 
gation .from the Arabian Horse Society of the U.S. had just 
visited Czechoslovakia and Hungary and authenticated the 
blood line of Arabian horses being raised in Czechoslovakia. 
Therefore, HALL noted he may possibly negotiate for the 
purchase of some Arabian horses while in Czechoslovakia 
for shipment to the farm of his family in Minnesota. Follow- 
ing his visit to Czechoslovakia, HALL will travel to Moscow, 
USSR, to attend the 24th Congress of the Communist Party of 
the Soviet Union, scheduled to commence on March 30, 1971.

In recent years, NY T-l, NY T-2 and NY T-3> 
who have furnished reliable inf ormation in the past, 
have advised that Isidore Gibby Needleman is a practicing 
attorney in New York City and was formerly employed by the 
Amtorg Trading Corporation, an official Soviet trade 
organization, in a legal capacity and continues to repre- 
sent this agency from time to time* Needleman has appeared 
In behalf of former or current members of the Communist 
Party (CP), before Congressional committees and in the 
courts* He has contributed money and effort to numerous 
communist-front activities axi has served as a custodian of 
Communist Party funds* Needleman has described himself as 
favoring strict adherence to MarxistrLeninist doctrines and 
at one time participated in the solicitation of a fund to 
promote Marxist study and research. 

In April, 1964, NYT-1*, a former Soviet Committee 
for State Security (KGB) officer, whose bona fides has not

Needleman in his letter had 
mentioned' that Miriam Seborer was employed as a laboratory ■ 
technician, and was no longer concerned with political 
matters-* He also mentioned that, according to Miriam 
Seborer^ she was not "vindictive* 'concerning her former 
husband, Stuart. 

. In the Seborers' letter to Needleman, they 
stated that they were happy to know that Miriam bore them 
no hard feelings. They also informed Needleman that they 
are now citizens of the USSR, members of the Communist 
Party of the Soviet union (CESU), and completely "Russified".

On February 9, 1971, it was learned from NATALIE 
MYERS, Manager of Imported Publications, Inc., Chicago, 
Illinois, that during the period January 19-26, 1971, she 
had traveled to Toronto, Ontario, Canada, to discuss busi- 
ness natters with 'the head of Progress Books in that city. 
She advised that the following natters were discussed with 
Progress Books: 

Agreement was reached that Imported Publications 
will take over the distribution of the "World Marxist Review" 
in the United States, a task previously handled by Progress 
Books. It was agreed that Imported Publications will receive 
a fifty percent discount on the price of all subscriptions 
obtained by Imported Publications and a sixty percent discount 
on the bulk bundles of the "World Marxist Review" which Imported 
Publications will receive for distribution. Additionally, 
agreement was reached on prices to-be charged by Imported 
Publications on various literature which is imported. MYERS 
will keep those Canadian contacts which she already has rather 
than turning them over to Progress Books. It was agreed that 
Imported Publications will raise the prices on some items, 
such as sets of the works of En gels and Lenin, in order to 
keep the prices generally in line with those charged by Pro- 
gress Books. The Canadian publisher indicated it has no 
interest whatsoever in pamphlets from Novosti Publishers in 
Moscow, USSR, which are sold by Imported Publications. The 
only competition for the Novosti pamphlets comes from "Northern 
Neighbors," which is published in Canada. In general, MYERS 
characterized her discussions with the Canadians as very cordial. 

MYERS expressed some dissatisfaction regarding her 
contacts with Mezhdunarodnaja Kniga (100 ( International Book) 
in Moscow from whom she imports literature for sale through 
Imported Publications. MK sent MYERS a new contract which 
provides for 150 days' credit from receipt of the invoice; 
however, this is unsatisfactory because it takes 60 days for 
the receipt of the literature after receipt of the Invoice. 
Nevertheless, MYERS will sign this contract because it expires 
in June, 1971, and she expects to be in Moscow, USSR, by that 
time to re-negotiate a new contract. 

MYERS advised that she had provided MK with all her 
bills for advertising which totalled approximately $1,700. 
She stated that MK allowed Imported Publica tions an advertis ing 
credit of $1,400, based uponthe above b i 1 ls&^m™. jndbkoTI 
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In regard to the importing of literature from 
Hungary f MYERS stated thai Kultura, Budapest, Hungary, 
had requested payment in advance before shipping any books 
or literature, although the Hungarians had originally 
promised discounts and credit. MYERS displayed a copy of 
a letter from Imported Publications dated February 5, 1971, 
to Kultura, Budapest, Hungary, detailing some of her 
problems with Kultura, CA copy of this letter is attached 
hereto.) 

MYERS stated that the business done by Imported 
Publications could be measurably increased, but she is 
unable to obtain the literature and books which she most 
needs. She stated that technical and philosophical books 
sell best, but the pamphlet that has been the best seller 
is one published by Novosti on the Jewish question in the 
USSR. The main stock of literature handled by Imported 
Publications comes from the Soviet Union, She noted she 
always orders 300" copies of each item from MK in order to 
get the larger discount : ' f '. ; 

MYERS stated that while in Canada she had pur- 
chased literature with a value of $2£4 (Canadian). MYERS 
returned to the United States by way of Buffalo, New York, 
because she has a sister living near there whom she visited 
for one day. When she came through Customs into Buffalo, 
the Customs agent made her open all the boxes containing the 
literature and initially intended to charge her duties on 
these purchases. However, when he learned that the purchase 
was for $254 (Canadian) , and the maximum allowable amount 
which can be brought in is $250 (United States), and there 
is a discount on Canadian dollars, he allowed MYERS to bring 
this literature into the United States. 

MYERS stated that IRA COHEtt, who works with her 
at Imported Publications, is now trying to prepare an 
analysis of the business. The purpose of the analysis is 
to attempt to determine how much additional capital would 
be needed in order to make this business a prof i table concern.

On February 28, 1971, GUS HALL, General Secretary 
of the Communist Party, USA (CPUSA), advised that on February 
23, 1971, a meeting of the Political Coaaltteo, CPUSA, was 
held in Hew York City. The subject of this Political Com- 
mittee meeting was the situation in Chicago, Illinois. 

HALL advised that JACK KLING, State Secretary of 
the Illinois District* CPUSA, had taken a real beating at 
this meeting. KLING had led off the meeting and had made 
a report concerning the situation in the Illinois District. 
During the course of this report, KLING took a position 
opposing the forthcoming unemployment conference being staged 
by the CPUSA through the National Coordinating Committee for 
Trade Union Action and Democracy (NCCTUAD) . In so doin g, 
KLING went against the position of HALL and | | 

■ 

Immediately following the report, a recess was 
called and, during this recess, CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT came up 
to KLING and disagreed with his report because LIGHTFOOT 
felt that KLING had not placed sufficient emphasis on the 
black situation and the political situation in Chicago. 

When the meeting resumed after the recess, HALL 
challenged KLING and stated that perhaps the Party in Chicago 
was Just too conservative. KLING had made the point in his 
report that the District was very disorganized and that 
although there was a lot of talk, very little was accomplished 
because no one was coordinating their efforts and each one 
was going off on his own. According to KLING, there are 
actually three centers of leadership in the Illinois District: 
First, the District leadership, symbolized by KLING, the 
District Organizer; second, the leadership of CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT. 
the D istrict Chairman; and, third, the leadership ofl I b6 

I I which is almost totally confined to activity around the ^-jq 
rank and file movement. KLING opposed the unemployment con- 
ference being pushed by the Party because, he said, the Party 
cannot raise this issue the way the Party raised it in the 
1930' s. KLING pointed to the example of one comrade in the 
Illinois District who worked at the International Harvester 
Plant who gets $150 a week in unemployment compensation from 
the government, the uUon, and the company. KLING stated that 
you cannot tell a worker who gets this kind of compensation 
to come and march on Washington to protest the unemployment 
compensation policy of the government. 
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LIGHTTOOT responded to KLING that there are not 
three centers of leadership In Chicago, LIGHTFOOT stated 
that there is no f n^tlonallsta in the Illinois District, bf 

When KLING did not respond. \ I stated that- KLING ^ 

had not charged factionalism in the Illinois District but d/C 

had indicated there was no cooperation nor coordination 
with each of the leaders going his separate way rather than 
operating through the district center, 

HALL singled out KLING* s remarks concerning the 
amount of unemployment compensation received by one comrade 
in the Illinois District, and stated that this was a very 
bad example to choose. HALL stated that KLING was ignoring 
those unemployed who live in misery by holding up an example 
of one individual who is receiving adequate unemployment 
compensation. 

KLING was criticized because he is said not to give 
proper leadership to the District, especially in meetings of 
the District Committee, It was charged that KLING allows 
many of the young people to talk incessantly and aimlessly 
at these meetings. KLING was told that he must give positive 
leadership in order to properly form this young cadre. 

KLING challenged the Party leadership on the ques- 
tion of the unemployment conference. KLING stated that before 
such a conference can be held, local movements of the unemployed 
must be formed in various areas throughout the country. KLING 
challenged anyone present to show him one place in the country 
where they have a local organized unemployed movement or 
organization. After some hesitation, they finally said that 
they have such a movement in Seattle, Washington, Under con- 
tinuing pressure from KLING, they finally admitted that this 
is not an organization but a situation where the Seattle Party 
leadership had obtained 1,500 signatures on a petition in 
favor of an unemployment bill. This was the only example 
they were able to come up with and this example was not even 
a local organized unemployed organization.

On March 4, 1971, JACK KLING, State Secretary of 
the Illinois District, Co mmunist Party, USA (CPUSA), advised 
that he had obtained f rom| ~ | a copy of a tape re- 

cording of a speech delivered on February 21, 1971, at the 
Chicago Coliseum by HUEY NEWTON, a leader of the Black Panther 
Party (BPP) • In this speech NEWTON had attacked the CPUSA, 
had engaged in anti-Soviet "slanders," and had attacked GUS 
HALL, General Secretary of the CPUS A, by name. NEWTON had 
cautioned black people not to cooperate with ^the CPUSA in its 
defense of ANGELA DAVIS. According to NEWTON, this was not 
because he opposed the defense of DAVIS, but was because funds 
given to the CPUSA through the ANGELA DAVIS defense fund would 
be stolen by the CPUSA. NEWTON stated that in the course of 
the defense of the SCOTTSBORO boys in the late 1930 s, the 
CPUSA stole millions of dollars which were contributed for 
defense purposes. 

KLING had obtained this tape of NEWTON's speech and 
had telephonically communicated ^essence of the speech to 
GUS HALL. In their conversation, HALL agreed with KLING that 
this attack on the CPUSA should be answered by a leader of the 
CPUSA. HALL stated that he had discussed this * ltn CLAUDE 
LIGHWOOT, Chairman of the Illinois ^strict *nd a Co-Chairman 
of the National Black Liberation Commission of the CPUSA, but 
that LIGHTOOOT was unwilling to voice this defense of the Party 
against the BPP. HALL stated that he intended to discuss this 
with HENRY WINSTON, National Chairman of the CPUSA, and would 
urge Sto attack NEWTON and defend the CPUSA against 
such slanders. However, HALL indicated that he doubted that 
WINSTON would do so because WINSTON is reluctant to ^ke^any 
public attack against black militant organizations ^Indi- 
viduals. HALL noted that he, of course, could not at tack any 
black movement or individual because he is white. Therefore, 
in KLING's opinion, nothing much will come from this.

On March 10, 1971, GUS HALL, General Secretary of 
the Communist Party, USA (CPUSA) , was discussing MAX WEIN- 
STEIN of Chicago, Illinois, in very derogatory terras. 
According to HALL, WEINSTEIN was supposed to go to Tokyo, 
Japan, about this time with JOSEPH BRANDT to negotiate CPUSA 
participation in some business propositions with North Koreans 
residing in Japan. The Koreans are waiting for BRANDT and 
WEINSTEIN in Tokyo, but WEINSTEIN has not been in contact with 
BRANDT and has not given BRANDT either his address or telephone 
number. According to HALL, except for the fact that BRANDT 
had recently been somewhat ill, he would have left on March 
10 or 11, 1971, for Tokyo. BRANDT is even willing to go via 
Chicago where he would stop off and talk to WEINSTEIN about 
making this trip. There is no problem concerning expenses 
of the* trip, since the Koreans in Tokyo have already agreed' 
that they will pay the fare. 

On March 10, 1971, WEINSTEIN was contacted and he 
stated that BRANDT is not telling the whole truth to HALL when 
he says that he cannot contact WEINSTEIN. According to WEIN- 
STEIN, he has furnished BRANDT with his address and telephone 
number and has been waiting for BRANDT to contact him. As a 
result of this misunderstanding, WEINSTEIN stated that he 
would telephonic ally contact BRANDT on March 10, 1971, in order 
to work out details of the trip to Tokyo. However, WEINSTEIN 
has indicated, that he is not very much in favor of this trip 
to Japan and his wife has told him that if he leaves at this 
time, she would seriously consider leaving him. This is due 
to the fact that the WEINSTElNs shave serious family problems 
involving (their daughter who was deserted by her husband 
and because of the fact that both <BELLA WEINSTEIN and MAX 
WEINSTEIN have been suffering from sone rather serious ill- 
nesses.

On March 10, 1971, GUS HALL, General Secretary of 
the Communist Party, USA (CPUSA),, advised that a big fight 
had developed at the meeting of the Political Committee of 
the CPUS A on March 9, 1971, in New York City. The disagree- 
ment resulted from the split which is developing in the 
Black Panther Party <BPP) . In his remarks to the Political 
Committee, HALL stated that perhaps the CPUS A is responsible 
to at least some extent because the Party was not principled 
enough in the last few years on the national liberation 
question. He said that if the CP had come out sharply with 
its position concerning some of these black militant groups, 
it might have saved some of these young people from being 
misled, 

HENRY WINSTON, National Chairman of the CPUSA, 
immediately attacked HALL's statement. According to HALL, 
WINSTON now sees only color, WINSTON thoroughly disagreed 
with HALL and, as a matter of fact, suggested that HALL's 
report for the upcoming meeting of the National Committee 
is too long and this portion concerning the black liberation 
movement should not be included in his report. 

Another point of friction at the meeting of the 
Political Committee was the fact that PEGGY DENNIS had sent 
a letter to both HALL and WINSTON in which she criticized 
HALL's article in the February, 1971, issue of "Political 
Affairs" concerning WILLIAM Z. FOSTER. PEGGY DENNIS ques- 
tioned why HALL had left out mention of her deceased husband, 
EUGENE DENNIS, and why there was nothing but praise for 
FOSTER, WINSTON said he agreed with DENNIS. He asked why 
the Party does not write such laudatory articles about BENJAMIN 
DAVIS and other former leaders. According to HALL, WINSTON 
went into a tirade. 

Another item which was discussed at the meeting of 
the Political Committee was the composition of the CPUSA 
delegation to the 24th Congress of the Communist Party of 
the Soviet Union (CPSU), scheduled to begin in Moscow, USSR, 
on March 30, 1971* As now constituted, the delegati on con- 
sists of G US HALL, HENRY WINSTON, JAMES JACKSON, and l I b 
I "I Previously, R0SC0E PROCTOR had been included in j^q 
this delegation but had been removed. WINSTON insisted 
that PROCTOR should go to Moscow. According to WINSTON, 
PROCTOR is not well and should go to the USSR to be examined 
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by doctors there,, even if he is not made a part of the offi- 
cial delegation. According to HALL, this issue is not being 
pressed by PROCTOR, but rather by WINSTON. In regard to the 
delegation, the question was even raised as to why JAMES

HALL has now drawn the conclusion that WINSTON is 
either losing his mind or is becoming an active obstacle 
to the work of the CPUS A in an effort to seize the leader- 
ship of the Party. Therefore, HALL has decided, WINSTON 
is not only attacking the Party leadership on the basis of 
color, but is also making an active challenge to seize the 
leadership. HALL stated that WINSTON has become positively 
obnoxious in' his behavior as witnessed by WINSTON'S criticism 
of HALL's report, etc.

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Although HALL will be visiting Czechoslovakia 
beginning March 23, 197,1, he stated that PHIL BART, CPUSA 
representative to the "World Marxist Review," Prague, 
Czechoslovakia, will not be made a part of the official 
delegation. HALL intends to hold private discussions with 
the leadership of the Communist Party of Czechoslovakia 
(CPCZ) . However, BART will be added to the delegation if

It was also learned from HYMAN LUMER, member of 
the Political Committee, CPUSA, and Editor of "Political 
Affairs," that he is attempting to solicit subscriptions 
to "Political Affairs" from the CPs of the socialist coun- 
tries of Eastern Europe.

On March 12, 1971, CG 5824-S*, who has furnished 
reliable information in the past, advised SA WALTER A. BOYLE 
as follows: 

It has been learned that on the evening of March 
12, 1971, about a dozen members of the Communist Party, 
USA (CPUSA) were guests at a reception at the Soviet Mission 
to the United Nations, New York City, The invitation was 
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extended by the Communist Party of the Soviet Union (CPSU) 
and was for the purpose of presenting to various members 
of the CPUSA 'the Lenin Centennial Medal. ANATDLY F. DOBRYNIN, 
Soviet Ambassador to the U.S., had cone to New York City from 
Washington, D.C., to make *the actual presentation. The 
Soviet Permanent Representative to the United Nations, YAKOV 
A. MALIK, also participated in this ceremony. Among those 
attending this meeting were: 

GUS HALL, General Secretary of the CPUSA; 

HENRY WINSTON, National Chairman of the CPUSA; 

JAMES JACKSON, Chairman of the International 
Affairs Department of the CPUSA; 

ARNOLD JOHNSON, National Public Relations 
Director of the CPUSA;

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HERBERT APTHEKER, member of the National Committee, 
CPUSA; 

HORTENSE ALLISON, long-time member of the CPUSA; 

ROBERT DUNN, Editor of "Economic Notes/* 

In addition to the above individuals, it is known 
that the CPSU had previously approved recommendations by the 
CPUSA that Lenin Centennial Medals be presented to WILLIAM 
PATTERSON, WILLIAM WEINSTONE, OAKLEY JOHNSON, HOSEA HUDSON, 
and MARGARET KRUMBEIN. 

Although HERBERT APTHEKER had not been recommended 
for this medal by the CPUSA, the World Peace Council had 
recommended APTHEKER for this honor, and he was to receive 
a medal as a "peace worker." Furthermore, ROBERT DUNN was 
to receive a medal, but the leadership of the CPUSA had some 
difficulty persuading DUNN to accept it. DUNN stated that 
he did not deserve a medal and did not want to accept. However, 
it is believed that DUNN had been persuaded to take the medal 
offered by the CPSU. 

On March 13, 1971, CG 5824-S* advised as follows: 
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It was learned that at the above affair, on the 
evening of March 12; 1971, Ambassador DOB RYN IN presented 
the medals to the group from the CPUSA. Dinner had been 
served to the group and a number of toasts were offered. 
Following the presentation, DOBRYKIK and MALIK went into 
another room and held a /private meeting of about one and 
one-half ^hours with HALL, WINSTON, and JACKSON. It was 
learned that HALL seemed very disappointed in the content 
of this meeting. WINSTON thought the private meeting with 
the Soviet officials had been a "very good get-together." 
JACKSON 1 referred to the meeting as a "nice evening." It is 
not believed that the Soviet officials conveyed any signi- 
ficant information to these officials of the CPUSA. 
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March 13, 1971 



On March 12, 1971, MAX WEINSTEIN of Chicago, Illi- 
nois, was in New York City, New York, for discussions with 
JOSEPH BRANDT, Executive Director of the American-Korean 
Friendship and Information Center (A-KFIC), 160 Fifth Avenue, 
Suite 809, New York, New York. Some days previously,, BRANDT 
had informed GUS HALL, General Secretary of the Communist 
Party, USA (CPUS A) , that his trip to Tokyo, Japan, had been 
delayed because he could not locate MAX WEINSTEIN to discuss 
details of this trip and the possible participation of WEIN- 
STEIN in discussions in Japan with officials of the Korean 
Party of Labor (KPL)(North Korea). On March 12, 1971, WEIN- 
STEIN stated that he had confronted BRANDT and BRANDT admitted 
that he had WEINSTEIN's home address and telephone number but 
had not made any effort to contact him. In addition, WEINSTEIN 
stated that he had done some work to try to assure the success 
of BRANDT'S and his mission to Japan. According to WEINSTEIN, 
he had contacted some business people in the U.S. who have 
expressed an interest in purchasing some of the commodities 
being sold by these people in Japan. 

WEINSTEIN stated that he informed BRANDT that the 
KPL would have to pay the expense of his travel to Japan. 
WEINSTEIN had been assured by HALL that the KPL was willing 
to do so. However, BRANDT informed WfelNSTEIN that he has no 
assurance that the Koreans will pay for WEINSTEIN f s travel 
since they have not been informed as yet of the possible travel 
to Japan of WEINSTEIN. BRANDT stated that the Koreans would 
have to be told that someone was coming with him and, therefore, 
when BRANDT gets to Japan, he will tell the Koreans about WEIN- 
STEIN and the Koreans will have to invite WEINSTEIN to Japan. 

As a result of his discussions with BRANDT, WEIN- 
STEIN voiced the intention of contacting HALL and informing 
HALL of his discussions with BRANDT. After that, it will be 
up to HALL as to whether WEINSTEIN will travel to Japan at 
this time.

During Hay, 1971, a source, who has furnished 
reliable information in the past, advised as follows: 

It has been learned that Max Weinstein, a 
Chicago, Illinois, businessman frequently utilized by the 
Communist Party, USA (CPUSA) to investigate business oppor- 
tunities for the CPUSA; and Joseph Brandt, Director of the 
American -Korean Friendship and Information Center (A-KFIC), 
160 Fifth Avenue, Suite 809, New York, New York 10010, and 
former General Manager of the "Daily World,' 1 the East 
Coast communist newspaper, returned to the United States 
from Tokyo, Japan, during April, 1971. On this trip, both 
Weinstein and Brandt engaged in discussions with repre- 
sentatives of the Korean Party of tabor residing in Japan 
concerning a proposal for a joint business enterprise to 
be engaged in by the CPUSA in cooperation with some Japanese 
as well as some Japanese-born Koreans whose sympathies are 
with the Democratic People's Republic of Korea. 

It was learned that the purpose of this proposal 
is to form a world-wide organization of sales offices engaged 
in the import-export business. The individuals in Japan are 
asking for help in establishing an American office, selling 
Japanese products and purchasing American products, especially 
various types of machinery. Of interest to this group at this

moment is the purchase of food canning machinery. They want 
the CPUSA to provide someone from the U.S., who is young, 
possibly married, with some experience in business matters, 
to go to Japan and live there for awhile working with these 
individuals in Japan. They requested that Gus Hall, General 
Secretary of the CPUSA, be informed about these plans and his 
approval be obtained for this project as well as for some 
Individuals to work on this project. These contacts in Japan 
then furnished Brandt a large sum of money, at least $50,000, 
to use in setting up an American office. Weinstein was not 
made aware of this financial transaction. 

On his return trip to the U,S. from Japan, Brandt 
traveled by way of Moscow, USSR. However, since Brandt was 
in Moscow at the time immediately surrounding the XXIV Congress 
of the Communist Party of the Soviet Union, Soviet authorities 
kept Brandt in the transit section of the airport and did not 
permit him to come into the City of Moscow. From Moscow. 
Brandt traveled to London, England. 

When Brandt arrived in London, he still had the 
$50,000 in his possession. At that time, Brandt suddenly 
became afraid that this money might be found in a Customs 
search, or in some other fashion, and he was afraid to bring 
it into the U.S. himself. Therefore, Brandt went to John 
Williamson, a former American who has been a leading functionary 
of the Communist Party of Great Britain, and turned this money 
over to him. However, Williamson later pleaded illness and 
stated he did not want to get involved in this situation, so 
he sent his wife, Mae Williamson, to give the money back to 
Brandt. Subsequently, Brandt delivered the money to another 
former American residing in Great Britain who agreed to bring 
the money into the U.S. for him. (The identity of this former 
American is not known.) Brandt then returned to the U.S. and 
reported to Hall sometime during the last week of April, 1971. 

Shortly thereafter, Hall was in contact with Carl 
Bristol in New York City, a former member of the CPUSA, a man 
in his late fifties who has been working in the advertising 
business. Bristol indicated to Hall that he intends to leave 
his present job at the end of May, 1971. Hall told Bristol that 
he might have something for Bristol and would get in touch with 
him later.

Toward the end of April, 1971, We In stein came to 
Hew York City to report to Hall concerning his impressions 
of the Japanese-Korean proposal. We In stein was not very 
enthusiastic about the deal, but Hall was interested and 
indicated a desire to press the matter further. Hall sent 
We ins te in to see Bristol with the proposal that Bristol 
become involved in this proposition on behalf of the CPUS A, 
Weinstein later reported to Hall that Bristol was very 
enthusiastic and wanted to accept this proposal immediately, 
Bristol stated that he wanted to be paid $300 per week along 
with certain expenses, and he would begin work on June 1, 
1971. Hall expressed the opinion that this was too high a 
salary and that there would have to be some further negotia- 
tion with Bristol on the subject. 

Hall gave Weinstein the task of drawing up an 
overall plan for this business proposition, outlining what 
products should be purchased, what should be sold, how many 
people would be needed, the method of operating, the amount 
of finances required, etc. This plan is to be completed by 
July 1, 1971, and will then be sent to Tokyo for approval. 
Weinstein then returned to Chicago, Illinois, on May 3, 1971.

During May, 1971, a source, who has furnished 
reliable information in the past, advised as follows: 

During >late April, 1971, Joseph' Brandt, Director 
of the Amor lean -Korean Friendship and Information Center 
(AKFIC), 160 Fifth Avenue,. Suite 809, New York, 'New York 
10010, reported to Gus Hall, General Secretary, Communist 
Party, USA (CPUSA) , concerning his recent trip to Japan 
where he met with representatives of the Korean Party of 
Labor (KPL) residing in Japan. The following additional 
details were learned concerning Brandt's trip: 

According to' Brandt, the group with which he 
has been meeting includes a number of Japanese-born Korean 
businessmen who owe their allegiance to the Democratic 
People's Republic of Korea (DPRK). Some members of this 
group are members of the KPL and some are even members 
of the People's Assembly of the DPRK, and these individuals 
vote in the elections of the DPRK, It was from this group

When all of the above was communicated to Gus Hall, 
he became furious at both the Williamsons . and the Doyles. 
He said it is obvious ithat Mikki Doyle is backing out of the 
agreement she made. Hall immediately gave orders that the 
CPUSA publications should never publish another word written 
by John Williamson, and even iins true ted that an article by 
Williamson should be withdrawn from the next issue of "Political 
Affairs," theoretical journal of the CPUSA. It is not known 
whether these instructions came in time to stop the printing 
of Williamson's article in the next issue of "Political Affairs." 
• 
■ At this point, however, the CPUSA is stymied and the 
$50,000 still remains in Great Britain in the hands of Mikki 
and Charles Doyle. 

In respect to the use of this money, it was learned 
that Brandt does not use all of it for the work of the AKFIC. 
Some portion of this money is funneled Into the CPUSA. Among 
the ways of doing this, Brandt has indicated, is to pay double 
the price to the CPUSA print shop for his printing in connection 
with the AKFIC. Furthermore, the AKFIC makes donations and 
buys advertisements in the "Daily World," the East Coast com- 
munist newspaper. These and other means are used to get some 
of this money into the CPUSA, 

It was further learned that Brandt had a discussion 
in mid-May, 1971, with "a Reverend who is one of the heads 
of the AKFIC." The Reverend asked Brandt who subsidizes the 
AKFIC, was it the CPUSA? Brandt replied that of course it 
was not the CPUSA; the CPUSA actually wants a donation from 
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the AKFIC. The Reverend then asked Brandt how he got the 
money to operate. Brandt replied that the money came from 
sales of pamphlets published by the AKFIC and from donations. 
Brandt stated that the only way the CPUSA might subsidize 
the AKFIC would be In an indirect way such as buying a 
thousand copies of an AKFIC pamphlet. 

It Is noted that publications of the AKFIC list 
Reverend Lee H. Ball of New York as a Vice Chairman of the 
AKFIC.

A second source, who has furnished reliable 
information in the past, advised that Reverend 
Lee Bail in April, 1966, was the Executive 
Secretary of the Methodist Federation for Social 
Action (MFSA). 

The Committee on Un-American Activities of the 
U.S. House of Representatives Document, "Guide 
to Subversive Organizations and Publications," 
dated December 1, 1961, indicated that the MFSA 
is a communist -religious front. 

Lastly, it was learned that Gus Hall has definitely 
rejected the request of former CPUSA member Carl Bristol that 
he be paid $300 per week to become involved in this new ven- 
ture on behalf of the CPUSA. Hall suggested that Bristol 
be offered $150 per week, although this offer may be increased 
since Hall has been informed by others involved In this venture 
that $150 per week is a rather poor wage for this type of 
work.

It has been learned that NATALIE MYERS, proprietor 
of Imported Publications, Inc., 1730 West Arcade Place, 
Chicago, Illinois, a Communist Party, USA <CPUS A), initiated 
business, recently returned to Chicago from a trip to Moscow, 
USSR, which took place during the period May 16 to 26, 1971, 
The following was learned concerning her trip: 

Upon arriving in Moscow, MYERS was met 'by repre- 
sentatives of Mezhdunarodnaja Kniga (MK). She was taken to 
a tourist hotel on Gorky Street, next to the National Hotel* 
During her stay in Moscow, MYERS had contacts with the 
following officials: 

BORIS MAKAROV 
President of MK, Moscow 

YURI B. LB0NOV 

Vice President of MK 

GALINA A. KHUDOZHNIKOVA 
representative of MK 

According to MYERS, a new contract between MK and 
Imported Publications was worked out. MK increased MYERS* 
discount for literature up to 70%. In addition, MK increased 
the advertising allowance which will be paid to Imported 
Publications. She was also given authority to give away 
certain pamphlets as samples. However, MK inserted a clause 
in the contract to which MYERS objects. She made them take 
this clause out of the previous contract but it was replaced 
this time and she missed it. This clause requires that 
Imported Publications must sell literature at the price set 
by MK. MYERS intends to inform MK that she will not abide 
by this clause, 

MYERS indicated that in many ways this was a very 
disappointing trip. She said that the MK officials are only 
interested in the business aspects of the transaction and 
in making a profit. They stressed that the business must 
be a businesslike success. They keep harping on past 
experiences in which MK lost money in such arrangements. 
According to MYERS, they are totally ignoring the fact that 
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it is the decision of the Central Committee, Communist Party 
of the Soviet Union (CPSU) , that this business must operate 
in order to disseminate propaganda in the United States. The 
business aspects of this situation should be unquestionably 
secondary. 

While in Moscow, MYERS was told that the time was 
not right for her to go to Prague, Czechoslovakia, as she in- 
tended, to take up similar questions. This was because the 
14th Congress of the Communist Party of Czechoslovakia (CPCZ) 
was about to open. However, MYERS saw ROSCOE PROCTOR in 
Moscow and he told her he was going to Prague as a delegate 
to the Congress. MYERS therefore gave PROCTOR some notes for 
hira to see certain people in the CPCZ relative to some problems 
she was having obtaining the literature she wants to obtain for 
Imported Publications. Also in Moscow, MYERS made two phone 
calls to MIKE DAVIDOW, Moscow correspondent of the "Daily 
World.", In both cases, MYERS was able to speak only to his 
wife, GAIL DAVIDOW. MYERS left word that she wanted to see 
MIKE DAVIDOW about some book reviews on literature published 
in the USSR, However, DAVIDOW neither phoned nor came to see 
her. 

A number of personal experiences during this trip 
seemed to have had a negative effect on MYERS. First of all, 
when MYERS was taken to the hotel, she was given coupons for 
her meals, instead of rubles, or instead of allowing her to 
Just charge her meals on her bill at the hotel which MK was 
going to pay. According to MYERS, who is a rather frugal 
person to begin with, these coupons were sufficient only for 
her breakfast. In order to pay for her other meals, she had 
to put out her own money. As a result, during her stay In 
Moscow, it cost MYERS $70 for her meals. 

Another unpleasant experience occurred when MYERS 
was leaving Moscow. She was taken to the airport by GALINA 
XHUDOZHNIXDVA and a young translator. At the airport, a woman 
customs official took MYERS* purse and threw all of its con- 
tents out on the table, counted all her money, and went through 
every piece of paper, including some confidential addresses 
she was carrying. When MYERS protested, she was totally 
ignored. 

In contrast with this treatment in Moscow, when 
MYERS arrived in the United States, she was carrying a radio 
which was given to her in Moscow as well as an extra bottle 
of Vodka above the amount allowed to be brought into the ^United 
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States duty free. Both of these were .gifts. She was very 
concerned whether the United States customs officials would 
give her a rough time about these items. However, the customs 
agent was very cordial to her, complimented her on the radio 
she had, let her through with the extra bottle of Vodka without 
charging her the duty, and in general was very helpful and 
courteous. MYERS was very impressed by this contrast. 

While in Moscow, MYERS had a few disagreements with 
the people she was dealing with. In one instance, MYERS went 
out to buy some dolls as gifts for friends. She bought a 
couple of dolls in national costume and then wanted to buy a 
black doll. When she was shown the only such black doll avail- 
able, she became angry. The black doll was the worse possible 
caricature of a black savage. The doll had bare feet, was 
naked except for a rope skirt, with a ring about the neck, etc. 
MYERS reprimanded the manager of the store and the MK repre- 
sentative with her for such a gross caricature of black people. 
They both thought it was a joke, but MYERS was quite angry. 
On another occasion, MYERS visited tne Lenin Library, In 
looking about the library, MYERS noticed that all the personnel 
in the library were women. MYERS asked why this was so. She 
was told that almost all librarians in the Soviet Union are 
women. In that case, asked MYERS, is the director of the 
library a woman also? No, she was told; the director of the 
library is a man and that is how it should be. Upon receiving 
this answer, MYERS really attacked them politically for such 
an attitude. 

Finally, MYERS said, whenever she went into- the 
dining room at her hotel, she had to wait at least forty-five 
minutes for anyone to come and serve her. She noticed, however, 
that whenever a man came into the dining room, he was served 
Immediately. MYERS suffered this indignity in silence at each 
meal until the end of her stay. On her last day at the hotel, 
MYERS went up to the waiter and told him angrily that every 
morning she ordered an omelet and everyday he brought her soft 
boiled eggs. The waiter replied that he brought her just what 
she ordered. iMYERS, with some heat and profanity, told the 
waiter to take her order back to the kitchen and bring what 
she ordered. Following this meal, MYERS went to the manager 
of the restaurant and lodged a strong complaint over the type 
service she had received. All things considered, MYERS had a 
very unhappy trip. However, it is doubtful' that this experience 
would significantly change MYERS* political and philosophic 
position.

During early June, 1971, We ins te in reported to 
Gus Hall, General Secretary of the CPUSA, that the Japanese- 
Koreans have now established' a Tokyo office of this new com- 
pany. It is known as the Universe Trading Company, Inc., 
IOC Building 328, No. 22-17, 7 Chome, Nishigotanda, Shinagawa- 
ku, Tokyo, Japan. The cable address is "UN I VERTRADE , " and 
the telephone number is (03) 494-3928, 3929. 

We ins te in recently received a letter from this 
group which, he said, violated every understanding that he 
had with that group. It was Weinstein's understanding that 
he was supposed to find these people some businesses that 
want to buy and sell products with this Japanese corporation. 
Weinstein was to set up an office in the United States and 
set up a team to find products that can be sold to this group. 

The letter which Weinstein received was postmarked 
June 1, 197.1, at Shibuya, ^Tbkyo, Japan, was addressed to the 
Mid-Continent Trading Company, 600 S. Michigan Ave., Chicago, 
Illinois 60605, Suite 923, and bore the return address of 
Fred Takeshi Haga, 2088 Nob i, Yokosuka-shi, Kanagawa-ken , 
Japan.

'Haga 
has made a serious mistake mentioning Hall in this letter, 
even if only by his initials. Weinstein is determined that 
he is not going to do business with these people on this 
basis. 

According to the source, the AKFIC, the Universe 
Trading Company, and* the efforts to establish these export- 
import offices in the United States, Canada, and elsewhere 
are inseparably bound together. This is not merely a case 
in which the CPUSA and its members or contacts are acting 
as agents for North Korea in establishing a commercial enter- 
prise. The source expressed the opinion that this trading 
company is the embryo of a North Korean espionage apparatus 
in the United States. Further, it is the beginning of an 
espionage establishment for the Americas, starting in the 
United States, then in Canada, and finally moving into South 
America. Obviously, said the source, this group is taking 
its orders from the KPL and the Government of the DPRK and. 
has been instructed to do nothing without involving Gus Hall 
and the CPUSA. Therefore, Hall was mentioned in the above- 
quoted letter in order to bring Hall into this project.

We should aim for a simpler structure of the resolution than last 
tine so the questions are pin-pointed no re and clubs can follow it 
easily. There should be five sections - the world, the economy, mass 
movements, elections, the Party. 

The sense of orobing should be continued at the Party Conference. 
Since the P.C. review of the work of the Black Liberation Commission 
laid the basis for the report and resolution in that area, it was not 
gone into further, nor were important questions of the peace movement 
and labor, either because they had been taken up previously or did not 
involve controversial questions. The building of a left in every sec- 
tor of struggle must be taken much-further than at the last convention 
but is not to be developed here. 

I The World - We should focus on the U.S. at this moment in the 
world, developments since the 19th Convention and even since the Mos- 
cow Conference. There is a now phase of instability of world capital- 
ism even in relation to the rest of the post-war period. A qualita- 
tive deepening of the general crisis is evident in the inability to 
solve problems or do very much about some developments such as Chile, 
Libya, Sudan. There is a new stage in the decline of U.S. imperial- 
ism. In this period and that ahead for U.S. imperialism head winds 
arc taking over and not organized resistance. There is a dramatic 
upsurge of counter forces of all kinds to U.S. imperialism that arc an 
effective counter-balance to U.S. policies. In many ways there is a 
quapniro situation in which in many places U.S. influence is being 
cancel Jed out. What were difficulties before are now set-backs. U.S. 
irpcrialism is forced to consider new options to its established poli- 
cies with the options limited and becoming more limited all the time. 
Wo need to be careful we do not go overboard, but options arc now 
appearing in the form of detours* and even retreats. Many maneuvers 
turn into fiascoes as in Laos and Cambodia. More and more all maneu- 
vers have elements of retreat. Victorious offensives by U.S. imper- 
ialism arc becoming blocked. The policy of containment and of block- 
ade is breaking up and there will be dramatic trade shifts. 

Indo-China: Here we have to speak of an clement of retreat and 
also defeat compelled by the Indo-Chinese people, the U.S. peace move- 
ment, the U.S.S.R, supplying 90% of the weaponry and world public opin- 
ion. Mainly the people of the O.S. compelled the withdrawal from 
Cambodia and barring of ground forces by law. What started out as a 
maneuver now has strong clement of retreat. The increase in withdrawal 
rate is due to the opnosition of the people in the U.S. and the fact 
that the army is no longer a reliable force reflecting struggles at 
bone. Also related to reliability is the narcotics question, Nixon 
Withdraws to try and nrcvent a mass explosion and in relation to 1972

The charac- 
ter of U.S. imperialism is not changed but it is forced to operate in 
nctr conditions in the world and domestically with new interrelations 
between the two worlds. There is continued military domination of the 
economy with contradictions growing in the cities, on the government 
taxes, inflation, unemployment, budgets, etc. 

The world scales are continuing to tip in the military, economic, 
political and ideological struggle. Military egression, use of coun- 
ter-insurgency and paramilitary operations meet their counter-torcc 
and can have at best only limited success. The victims now always 
have unlimited arms any time 3nd place and this is new. ^;*>« i»P«r- 
inlism now has a solid armed front and an Unstable, rebellious rear. 
This forces U.S. imperialism to use ^actics of neo-colonialism, poli- 
tical and ideological tactics much more. 

There are new contradictions with the major imperialist powers

Penn Central is an example 
of bank swindles in which they do not care what happens to the produc- 
tive operation of the company. Banks are in the center of most con- 
glomerates and their growth strengthens role of banks. This develop- 
ment creates new contradictions and new parasitism. A U.S. manufac- 
turer abroad and a foreign concern with a big U.S. bank behind it have 
different approaches to what is the national interest. 

Ill Electoral 

The question is not what -we will do in 1972 but all problems now 
must be measured by how they effect elections. We have been evading 
some questions and differences. The problems. of 1968 are still with 
us though in new forms. We agree on the three prongs in general, but - 
not their application. What are we and the Left going to do about 
Senator McGovern? He has put the government, ruling class and the 
Left on the spot. His record in most areas is quite advanced. Pre- 
tending he does not exist is no answer. 

In the frameword that the most reactionary sectors will be around 
the Nixon candidacy, should we not be concerned with whether there is 
a right-center (Jackson-Humphrey or Jackson-Muskic) Democratic candi- 
dacy, center-right candidacy (Muskie or Humphrey-Jackson) ticket or 
a left-center coalition? Wallace and reactionary forces are concerned. 
Hcany is working on this. 

Thir&party forces are taking on great steam and there is the high- 
est level of sentiment perhaps in U.S. history. McCarthy expresses * . 
concern for a left-center ticket and new party. Black political lead- 
ership is talking and moving in this direction with aim of pressuring 
for Democratic Party Black vice presidential candidate or outside in 
an independent movement. 

A section of the Mew Democratic Coalition is opting for third par- 
ty New Party which is small but important in some places is talking 
about Gore Vidal and Spock for a ticket. Then there are sections of 
students and California Peace and Freedom. What is missing is labor, 
though there is much sentiment but no avenue. Should we move to 
bring all theso forces together for a third party or presidential ... 
ticket? The response would be sizable though not yet a mass break- 
away. 

We could just proclaim McGovern is a monopoly reformist candidate 
«s many of us did in 1968 around McCarthy anil do. nothing. We and 
much of the Left in 1968 in effect boycotted elections. We did not 
lc:id but became entrapped in that section of the left that was moving 
away from mass struggles and therefore we became ineffectual in the 
Loft and the mass, Wo should reject any hands-off approach, though 
u« do not need to move in and make a choice between activity around 
Vcnpvem or a third party candidate. They arc two phases of the same 
-iovclopfcent. Those active on the Democratic Party level as well as 
* » .* ryvht* ro including unions should work to sharpen the issues espec- 
s*lly in rclntion to McGovcrn's candidacy. We should support and j 
it™ * push io all movements for a third party but not initiate an 
*^Im*1 can now. A nass people's congress in the late fall can 
tiuffen issues, - * 

The lntennoshing of the McGovern movement and McCarthy and other 
*mnrnts that tend toward third party can develop in such a way utnt

In words we say peace is the central issue but not in deeds. Only 
a handful of comrades in the whole country make this their main work, 
and is there any club that makes it their main work?

The war 
can be ended this year and that would have a gualitative impact on 
world and domestic situations. It will compare with the defeats of 
German, Italian and British imperialism. 

The peace and anti- imperialist sentiment is unprecedented in 
world history. It i& the main factor feeding radicalization, political 
and anti-monopoly consciousness. It is bringing about a new political 
alignment and in labor. It is not a natter only of ending the war, 
as important as that is, but emerging in it is a coalition that can 
take over when the v ar ends ' _ ■ . 

We must help guarantee the success of the PCPJ meeting in Milwau- 
kee. The May Day movement is talking of an August youth gathering of 
10,000 and the PCPJ fa 10,000 person meeting 'in the fall. - ; 

We need to present a left-progressive alternative program to the 
war and its priorities. The Humphrcy-Muskie liberal alternative cannot 
Jt have the field. 

The big problem in ending the war is how to get labor fully in it. 
The ILWU Convention was a step forward. There is a certain vole for 
progressive labor leaders, but the problem is a rank and file movement. 

There is now a crucial struggle over the Ilatfield-McGovem amend- 
ments. Ke need to change our priorities. 

h'e arc between waves in mass movement. The nature of the movement 
■at such times is imoortant. There is motion and a new crest can rise 
quickly. The waves are at an over-all high tide. At crests, economic 
and electoral questions move closer to center stage. There is a rejec- 
tion of tactics of confrontation without mass participation. In situ- 
ations between crests, such tactics become even more clearly Wrong and 
explain the isolation and decline of groups like SD$, iVeathermcn, PL, 
Panthers. 

We need a struggle on two fronts and the main problem now and in 
the coding period is not leftism, though on specific question, it may 
be. The main danger is unresponsiveness, cynicism, pessimism, right 
opportunism. There were periods when leftism was the main dangerVis 
right unresponsiveness, &*«»,*) 

V The Party 

There is much that is positive including the fact that we arc more 
united than ever and in general the political leadership has been of a 
vanguard character. There has been prcatcr leadership initiative, 
firmer stand on political and ideological questions but not always in 
time. Wo arc more in harmony with mass movements. There is improved 
ngitation and some Party growth. The Party cadre has increased in 
mmbers and quality especially youth; We have better ability to effect 
rass trends and some improvement in working class concentration. Of 
special importance is the recruitment of young Black militants into the 
Party. h T c have somewhat raised the standards of work of the Party 
leadership. But we cannot be satisfied and need a constructing probing 
st? if -critical approach. 

It is easier to be self -critical now than prior to the 19th Con- 
viction because ".of the situation then. The struggle against the in- 
Uii^ccs of whito chauvinism is positive hut also negative in the sense 
ivtt it required a special campaign. 

Our weaknesses arc mainly from ripht opportunistic influences, 
*-r*»rer.-.rd in sliu'j'ishnoss, lack of boldness, lack of initiative. It is 
v^rn-yQtng in the monborship and yet it is a problem of the leadership, 
!i Vi-iw? up in our weakness in intermediate forms. Problem is not on 
: **-! of coitcopt but the relationship of politics to action. Ke must 
^ :ko comrides in action our examples. There is fundamentally no pro- 
gress on intermediate forms. 

Bureaucratic methods and forms arc worse since the 19th Conven- 
tion. It has become institutionalized and wc are satisfied with for- 
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maUsm i and Di"-passihg~o"f ""real problems. There is no real check-up on 
f> anything and there is a problem of distance of the leadership from the 
j\ base of the Party* The main problem of functioning of the P.C. is 
bureaucracy. The main political problem is "underestimating the readi- 
ness of masses to struggle. It is a wrong estimate of today no. longer 
the hold of conditioned reflexes. This is the cause of sluggishness. 

We -have no check-up- on what clubs and districts did in the Spring" 
Offensive, in the defense movement , CM strike, recruiting, D.W. We 
do not know. - „ 

Many positive things could be said about the leadership but to 
deal here with weaknesses - there is always the problem of individual- 
ism and subjectivity is even more of a problem. For some, self-dis- 
cipline is totally lacking. There is the limited tour of duty complex 
- prepare to get somebody else. This is petty bourgeois instability 
and capitulation, lacking in working class staying power. - 

- In an understandable desire for tactical sensitivity, we have a 
tendency somcthiracs to go soft on principles. In tactics wc take into 
account cross-currents and even weaknesses in the masses but for the 
purpose of pushing principled questions. 

The leadership needs a substantial number who are involved in 

actions and struggles. We^have to examine the work of each comrade to 

make it possible at our level to participate in some way and certainly 



at district level. This is solution to bureaucratic habits. 
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PREFACE 

The basic division within a capitalist society is 
tho class division. The opposite class policies arc the 
capitalist class and the working class. The vicfciis of tho 
class oppression and exploitation is the working class. In 
one way or nnothcr, everything in a capitalist 3ociety is 
related to this basic phenomenon* In one way or another, 
all noveraonts and struggles are related to the working class — 
to its organisations — to its political and ideological con- 
cepts. This i3 a. basic mooring for a Marxist-Leninist 
revolutionary approach to all "problems. 

During tho last years these clcnentary but basic 
Marxist-keninist truths have been under attack on many fronts. 
There are noa$ persistent efforts to cither replace then ~ to 
downgrade or revise those clans tenets* During theco years 
tho nost persistent and stubborn of these efforts has been 
the petty bourgeois radical variety of revisionism. Although 
when it cones to downgrading the working class - to deluding tho 
class nature of capitalist phenomena, in basic essence, there 
is very little difference between the "left 11 and tho "right" 
variety of detractors. Both have taken as their starting point 
that because of technological advances tho working class has 
either disappeared as a class or lias lost its class rovolutionari- 
noss. It is this distortion of reality that has given rise to 
tho unprecedented flood of anti-workingclass theories pro-noted 
by snail socjfcs and groups. The concept that the working-class 
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hno withered away or disappeared has been projected by open- 
bourgeois ideologists, by bourgeois liberals and by left- . 

sectarian groups* 

In those erroneous concepts the working class is, 
of course, "replaced" by uonio other grouping, or sector of 
society, .Many elevate thcp* P ensantry to the head of the 
revolutionary parade. With others tho "vanguard" is the 
Student wwBwit. And still others have "trotted out the old 
nag/ 1 saying that only the lwipon elements, including the 

prison oopulation "who have nothing to lose« ? c«n bo truly 
1 * they are 

revolutionary, and there fore/the vanguard clement. 

Scnc have "replaced" the working class as. a power 
base of revolution and progress by elevating tho professionals 
and intellectuals to tho head of the parade. Shoy cay, "?hiu 
is tho revolution of tho intellectuals." Still others by- 
pass the wording class by speaking about tlie "poor" in general 

and abstract terras. 

In all this* one of the elements of detraction 
and delusion of the class essence that is injected is narrow 
nationalism. Nationalism is a two-^sidod sword. For oppressed 
people it serves as a rallying point in tha struggle against 
oppression and imperialism It serves this purpose when tho 
victim of oppression aro a whol« nation and a whole, people. 
But because the basic essence of nationalise is classlonsness, 
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it has serious limitations as a revolutionary concept. If not - 
understood, it bocoraos a substitute for the class struggle* 
It becomes a force against tho vorking class concepts. There- 
fore, when working with nationalist movements in situations 
whore nationalise is serving a progressive or revolutionary 
cause f a revolutionary party must never forgot tho dual and 
limited nature of nationalism. A revolutionary party must 
never forgot that nationalist! under non-revolutionary leader- 
ship can serve a reactionary cause. 

These are *=11 feature of the problcns that have 
oxorged worldwide. In cne way or another, the revolutionary 
parties have had to deal with these problem. 

This book is about the struggles, tho ideological 
currents, and the raovenento of Hegro itasricano* This book was 
written bofort the cold-blooded murder of Dr. Martin B fchcr King. 
But it provides an insight to the nature of the problems that 
were developing and have developed since Dr. King's death. 

Like in all capitalist countries, the basic dividing 
line in the Unitod Sbatcs is along class linos. Tho baaic 
ntovenents and struggles for progress are all, in one way 
or another, related to the clans struggle* All people's 
s&ovcracnts are, in one way or another, related to tho working 
class movements and struggles* 
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; This is tho basic nature of a.s^ capitalist reality. 
But the oppression end tho exploitation is not United to class 
oppression and exploitation. ?his is especially true for United 
Sthtes capitalist. More than any other capitalsit nation, 
U.S. capitalist has special systems of oppression. '£h<?se 
special systems servo so two purposes. Because the ideological 
instrument of tho special oysters of oppression is racism it 
serves to divide the working class. And the special system 
of oppression is a iwthod of extracting extra profits from 
tho labor of thvteo specially oppressed. 

0. S. capitalism exploits and oppresses tho working 
class that is multi-national, bpt, in addition, it has special 
chains of oppression for the 25,000,000 Hcgro Americans. There 
are special chains of oppression for tho 8,000,000 Jicxican- 
Americans, end for some million and a half Puerto Ricans, and 
for tho American Indians* 2his is a source of extra profits 
for U.S. ^uonopolies. - - ' ; 

The strugg3c to break thoso chains of special oppres- 
sion is of crucial importance for all struggles in tho United 
spates. It is of koy iisportanca for tho working class and 
for tho revolutionary movoroont. 

2*acisE*, which is -the instrument of tho special oppres- 
sion r in «lgo a rajor instrument for keeping the working clasc 
in chains. As long as U.S. capitalist is able to divide the 
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working class along racial linos by its ideologycof racisre, the 
working class cannot unite ana cannot be victorious. 

The relationships between the working class noveraont 
and tho movements of liberation for the specially oppressed 
is a critical matter for tho revolutionary movciacnt. 

During those years many now ideological currents hove 
"made the* scene." They havd greatly complicated tho struggle 
and the problens. But in all this, tho isain stumbling block 
in these relationships is tho influence of racisn. 

The difforont movements influenced by nationalism 
have brought both new strength and new problems to the surface. 
These include Rovercents of separation by Uegro masses. 

Tho Communist Party of the United States was the 
first political party to understand the racist nature of the 
special oppression. The Party has always fought for a correct 
understanding of the relationship between the strugglo against 
national oppression and the class struggle. Tho Coiaraunist

MYERS stated that although business dropped by 
about one third when the schools closed, she was getting 
good results from a mailing list of university libraries 
that -she had bought. She noted that she has been getting 
some good orders from HENRY NOYES on the West Coast. 
NOYES wants bigger discounts from her, but she will not 
give them to him. NOYES has been ordering the new sets 
of the Works of V. I. Lenin. There has been a problem 
with these sets because the bindings are falling apart. 
When MYERS was in the Soviet Union in May, 1971, she com- 
plained about this. The answer she received from 
Mezhdunarodnaja Kniga (MK) (International Book), Moscow, 
USSR, was that these sets were printed and bound in Italy, 
This was the first time the Russians had anything printed 
outside the Soviet Union and the Italians did a terrible 
job of it. 

MYERS also noted that HALL had wanted her to 
order more than 20,000 copies of the report of the Central 
Committee, Communist Party of the Soviet Union (CPSU), by 
General Secretary LEONID I, BREZHNEV to the 24th Congress 
of the CPSU. However, MYERS ordered only 2,000 copies. 
She still had 1,400 copies left. MYERS said that HALL 
should be informed that she cannot tell the CP what to do, 
but she deals only in wholesale and if the Party wants 
literature distributed, then the Party will have to 
organize its own distribution. According to MYERS, even 
the National Office of the CPUS A ordered only 200 copies 
of BREZHNEV's report and the rest were ordered by book 
stores. 

On June 20, 1971, the above information was given 
to HALL. Originally, HALL had told MYERS that she should 
give the Party book stores credit and he would take care 
of the bills. At this point, HALL looked over the list of 
book stores and then stated that MYERS should be given from 
CPUSA reserve funds $500 to pay his own bill, plus $500 for 
each of the following book stores and this would constitute 
their credit:

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REMARKS OF SOVIET AMBASSADOR ANATOLYI P. DOBRYNIN 
CONCERNING VIETNAM WAR AND UNITED STATES ELECTIONS 



During July, 1971, a source, who has furnished 
reliable information in the past, advised as follows: 

It has been learned that a report was recently 
given to selected members of the leadership of the Communist 
Party, USA (CPUS A) concerning a meeting between some CPUSA 
leaders and Soviet Ambassador to the United States, Anatolyi 
P* Dobrynin, who is now -also a member of the Central Commit* 
tee of the Communist Party of the Soviet Union (CPSU) . The 
essence of this report was as follows: 

On July 2, 1971, Arnold' Johnson and James Jackson, 
both members of the Political Committee, CPUSA, traveled to 
Washington, D.C, at the invitation of the Czechoslovakian 
Ambassador to the United States to attend a party at the 
Czech Embassy celebrating the 50th Anniversary of the founding 
of the Communist Party of Czechoslovakia (CPCZ) . The guests 
at this party were chiefly from the Embassies of the other 
socialist countries* Johnson and Jackson were seated next 
to Dobrynin and the Czech Ambassador*

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REMARKS OF SOVIET AMBASSADOR ANATOLYI P. DOBRYNIN 
CONCERNING VIETMAM WAR AND UNI TH) STATES ELECTIONS 



According to this report, Dobrynin took this 
occasion to engage in a discussion with Johnson and 
Jackson, Dobrynin expressed his appreciation for a pri- 
vate talk which he had had with some leaders of the CPUSA 
on March 12, 1971, at the Soviet Mission to the United 
Nations, New York Cityv This was an occasion at which 
Lenin Centennial Medals had been presented! to some members 
of theCPUSA, but at the ■-* same time a private talk had been 
held with some CPUSA leaders* -Dobrynin now suggested that 
it would be a good idea if they could find other such 
occasions which could be the excuse to get together for 
informal discussions between Dobrynin and the leadership 
of the CPUSA. Dobrynin expressed his willingness to come 
up to New York City from Washington, D,C, for such 
gatherings. Dobrynin placed the emphasis on finding some 
occasion or reason, such as a dinner party or a celebration, 
which would serve as' the excuse for a get-together at which 
some private, informal discussions could take place. 

During the discussion with Dobrynin, there was 
some reference made to the 1972 Presidential elections in 
the United States and the effect thereon of the war in 
Vietnam, Dobrynin expressed some doubt that the war in 
Indochina would come to an end in the near future. He said 
he believed that the war may drag out much longer than some 
people might think. Johnson .< and Jackson pointed out at 
some length the great amount of pressure which is being 
brought to bear on the Nixon Administration and that this 
was forcing the President to wind the war down. However, 
Dobrynin said he thinks that the war will drag out at least 
until the elections are much closer. 

Dobrynin then made the remark that, in his opinion, 
the situation could be a lot worse if the United States elected 
a different administration. Although not professing any 
special knowledge on the subject, he gave the opinion that he 
thinks Nixon might be re-elected. According to Dobrynin, the 
Administration is in power and has possibilities to carry out 
policies which will help to get Nixon re-elected.

Dobrynin stated that he does not know whether a 
different administration would be better or worse for world 
peace. As a xaatter of fact, Dobrynin is of the opinion that 
it would be better for world peace if Nixon is re-elected. 
He noted that when a new administration is elected, there 
is always a period of "chaos" and some irons that are in 
the fire at the time tend to get cold. Dobrynin could not 
see much difference in United States policies no matter 
which political party wins the election, and he does not 
see any particular advantage in any other candidate who 
may oppose Nixon, Dobrynin was indicating, therefore, that 
the reason it might be better for Nixon to be re-elected is 
that this would eliminate the inevitable disorder which would 
accompany the early days of a new administration.

During February, 1971, a source who has furnished 
reliable information in the past, advised as follows: 

A Soviet intelligence agent in the United States, 
who mainta&red covert liaison with the Communist Party 
of the United States (CP, USA), requested that Gus Hall, 
General Secretary of the CP, USA, furnish to the Soviets 
his estimation of the state of public opinion in the 
United States with regard to the Nixon administration ♦ 
According to the Soviet intelligence agent, information 
furnished by Hall would be made available to Leonid Brezhnev, 
General Secretary of the Communist Party of the Soviet 
Union (CPSU), for possible inclusion in an address to 
be made by the latter to the 24th Congress of the CPSU 
on March 30, 1971. 

Hall's reply to the Soviet request was to the 
following effect:

On such short notice, he could not furnish a 
complete, detailed analysis of public opinion in the 
United States regarding the Nixon administration, but 
he would attempt to do so as soon as possible. However, 
the statements of Senators Edmund Muskie and Edward Kennedy 
demanding an end of the war in Indo -China and a troop 
withdrawal date no later than the end of 1971 are undoubtedly 
based on the latest Gallup poll reflecting that 73^ of 
the American people want an immediate withdrawal of troops 
from Indo-China.. 

The speeches of former Governor Harriman, 
appearing in the "New York Times"on February 21 and 22, 1971^ 
reflect popular opinion that there is need for some 
understanding between the United States and the Soviet 
Union regarding limitation of armaments . 

The Nixon administration echoes the demands of 
the monopolies to pursue an aggressive "reactionary" 
policy both at home and abroad. Such policy requires 
shifts in tactics, evidencing resistance and problems 
encountered in attempting to .pursue such policies. An 
example of this was the demagogy concerning troop withdrawals 
from Vietnam while the war in Cambodia was being expanded. 
The Nixon Asian policy with respect to Vietnamization is 
to increase the national armed forces, to utilize para- 
military groups directed by the Central Intelligence Agency 
(CIA), and the employment of massive U.S.A. air power. 

Until the elections, domestic policy was to halt 
imflation by lowering living standards, taxing the poor 
excessively, and reducing government spending in housing, 
road building and welfare projects. These policies were 
supported by sharp attacks on all liberals and progressives 
in an attempt to create an atmosphere of hysteria. These 
policies, however, received a set-back in the 1970 elections, 
the working class overwhelmingly, voting against these 
policies.

The Nixon adninisfcrafclm now supports deficit government 
spending and easier credit. This is a confession that 
capital cannot function without artificial governmental 
economic stimulation* 

Popular opposition to the Cambodian invasion 
compelled the Administration to agree not to utilize ground 
troops in Cambodia and Laos. Defeats suffered by South 
Vietnamese forces in Laos have created a new dilemma for 
the Administration. It is a generally accepted conclusion 
that although U.S.A. imperialism militarily and economically 
could continue the aggression in Vietnam, politically it 
could not do so. Any long term continuation would create , 
political explosions. 

By far the most important factor in compelling the 
withdrawal of troops from Indo-China is the mounting 
political pressure, which the Nixon administration would 
like to stop. There can not be dismissed the possible 
alternative of provocative and irresponsible action, 
including the invasion of North Vietnam. The situation 
is reaching a critical point. 

The basic policy of U.S.A. imperialism continues 
to be to make no basic concessions or agreements on any 
really substantial question. Rather, it is to continue 
to build an image of the Nixon administration's negotiating - 
to continue the dialogue with the Soviet Union. That 
the Nixon administration is forced to maintain an image 
of reasonableness, and negotiation with the Soviet Union, 
is a reflection of. the basic political moods of the 
American people. 

As contrasted with the past, the popular image of 
the Soviet Union in the U.S.A. is not that of an aggresor or 
of an immediate threat. It is seen as a stable, reasonable 
state. This does not mean that the masses do not accept 
many of the anti-Soviet falsehoods. There are some rather 
serious emotional reactions in Jewish circles. The 
reactionary circles have been able to exploit the 
nationalism emerging as a result of the question of Israel.

In broader Jewish circles, the question of jews 
in the Soviet Union is very much a secondary issue. This 
remains a very difficult situation, especially for Jewish 
Communists, because there is a very high wave of Jewish 
nationalism* It would seem .", . \ that the reaction of Jews 
in the Soviet Union to this campaign in the imperialist 
countries is too little, to late, and in too low a key. 
Silence on the part of Jews in the Soviet Union is 
utilized very effectively by the reactionary forces in the 
United States. Thereshould be a quicker and more dramatic 
response to the lies and propaganda in the United States.

On 7/14/T1, GUS HALL, General Secretary of the CFUSA, 
informed the Soviets that HOPE STEVENS, accompanied by his 
wife ( ALICE STEVE NS). Mrs. H. PRA2IER , wife of a leading physician 
in New York, and the latter »s sister, not identified except 
as associated vith the Tuskeegee Library of Science in Alabama, 
would leave on 7A9/T1, to attend an international meeting 
of lawyers in Belgrade, Yugoslavia* 

This group, according to HALL, was scheduled to leave 
Belgrade on July 26th to go to Moscow. HALL did not disclose 
the purpose of their trip to Moscow* 

A check of the NYO indices reflected no identifying 
information concerning Mrs. H. FRAZIER or her sister. A check 
of local telephone directories also failed to reflect any 
information concerning the FRAZIERS.

During early July, 1971, discussions were going 
on in the National Office, Communist Party, USA (CPUSA) 
concerning the difficulties encountered by a delegation 
of CPUSA members which had visited the USSR during June, 
1971, Particularly concerned in this discussion were GUS 
HALL, General Secretary of the CPUSA, and HENRY WINSTON, 
National Chairman of the*CPUSA. The -primary thrust of the 
discussion was the question how can the CPUSA chop down the 
bureaucracy of the Communist Party of the Soviet Union (CPSU) 
a peg or two in its dealings with the CPUSA. The reason for 
this discussion was as follows: 

*u „c 0n J^ing June, 1971, the CPUSA sent a delegation to 
tne USSR for a period of rest and medical treatment, and this 
delegation consisted of the following: 

LOTTIE and DAY 1D GORDON 

OAKLEY and MARY LEE JOHNSON 
JUANITA WHEELER 
CHARLES SELIKSON 
JAMES DOLSON 

According to CPUSA leaders, apparently this was one hS 

of the worse delegations ever sent. Of the eight delegates, 
five were in their seventies or more, and three were in their b7c 

early eighties* When they got over to the Soviet Union, almost 
all of them became ill and were therefore useless. At one time, 
there were only three of the eight in condition to travel in 
the Soviet Union while the others were in the hospital. As 
a matter of fact, some are still in t he hospital in the USSR 
and only LOTTIE and DAVID GORDON and | I have 

returned from the Soviet Union. 

In addition, certain other problems arose which 
caused the leaders of the CPSU to look upon this delegation 
with something less than respect. JAMES DOISON is a man 
over 80 years of age. It is understood that he lives in 
poverty with an income of only a little more than $80 a month. 
The CPUSA sent him on this trip without money, and without 
even a sweater or topcoat. While they were in the Soviet 
Union, the weather turned rainy and cold and DOLSON came down 
with pneumonia. In the City of Riga, some of the Russians 
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took up a collection in order to buy him a sweater. In 
another city, the Russians took up a collection in order 
to buy him a raincoat* The Soviet leaders were rather 
disgusted that the CPUS A would send a man to the Soviet 
Union in such condition, 

CHARLES SELIKSON was characterized as a "pro- 
fessional traveler." Apparently, he takes a trip each 
year, traveling with Anniversary Tours, and then drops out 
of the tour and visits his relatives in the USSR. Although 
he was an official CPUS A delegate this time, he did the 
same thing. He arrived at the plane in New York City to 
depart for the Soviet Union with more than a dozen pieces 
of luggage. When asked what all the luggage was for, he 
replied that he was bringing clothes for his relatives in 
the USSR. As a matter of fact, SELIKSON had $120 worth of 
overweight luggage. He was warned by other members of the 
delegation that he should not do this, but he insisted and 
sneaked away and made his own arrangements to get this 
luggage taken aboard the plane. When the delegates arrived 
in Moscow, SELIKSON sneaked away and went to see his rela- 
tives. 

Leaders in the International Department, Central 
Committee, CPSU, were incensed over the composition of this 
delegation. Word was sent back to the CPUSA that the choice 
of all of these old and sick people was a very poor choice. 
There was some concern in the National Office of the CPUSA 
about communicating this complaint to CPUSA 1 leaders because 
HENRY WINSTON had been the person who chose all of these 
old people. 

The cause of greatest concern, however, was a 
particular incident which has brought relations between the 
CPUSA and the CPSU to a very critical point. At one point 
during the tour of this delegation, only three people were 
traveling. One day, the three of them. went to a very im- 
portant meeting where Soviet Premier ALEXEI EDSYGIN was 
speaking. This was during the pre-election meetings at 
which the Soviet leaders were being nominated for election 
to leading posts in the Government of the USSR. These three 
CPUSA members were treated as honor guests and were given 
seats in prominent positions. 

It so happened that on that same day or eveniig, 
these three were supposed to leave Moscow for Leningrad as 
part of their tour. There had been assigned to this group 
a woman translator by the name of HELEN. She was charged 
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with the responsibility of coordinating their tour. During 
7L? OUr ! e of the meetin &» and, as a matter of fact, in the 
middle of a speech by Premier KOSYGIN, HELEN came into the 
hall and immediately began bothering the CPUSA delegates to 
leave while KOSYGIN was yet speaking, telling them that they 
would miss their train unless they did so. They protested 
that they could not leave while KOSYGIN was speaking. HELEN 
suggested that at some occasion when KOSYGIN got a big ovation 
they could walk out and get to their train. After continued 
badgering by HELEN, this is exactly what this group did. 

±* * * The exlt of the C p USA delegation was immediately 
noticed from the stage of the meeting. The damaging fact 
was that the point in KOSYGIN's speech where they chose to 
leave was the point where he was condemning U.S. imperialism. 
The Russians present interpreted the exit of the CPUSA dele- 
gation as a protest "walk-out." KOSYGIN and the rest of the 
Soviet officials were highly insulted. 

By the time the International Department, Central 
Committee, CPSU, learned of this incident, the group had 
already arrived in Leningrad. A Soviet official called them 
on the phone and demanded they return to Moscow to apologize 
for this insult to the USSR and its leaders. 

_ fe , * n addition, the CPSU' sent a stern protest to the 

CPUSA on behalf of the CPSU, and this protest was sent bac* 
to the U.S. with LOTTIE and DAVID GORDON. As a result, a 
rather bland statement has been prepared by members of the 
above delegation to be sent to the CPSU. The text of this 
statement is set forth below: 

The visiting delegation of members of the C.P.U.S.A. 
were deeply honored to be invited to the historic 
meeting of the Frunz in sky District of the election 
meeting which was to nominate Comrade Alexei Kosygin 
to the Supreme Soviet. We wish to thank you for 
giving us this unusual opportunity to see another 
aspect of Soviet democracy at work. We were most 
elated to have been invited to hear Comrade Kosygin 
respond to the requests by all sections of the 
Moscow population that he be their nominee. 

We feel that we incorrectly decided to follow the 
fixed arrangements that had been made for us for 
leaving Moscow. We were troubled by what we thought 
was the need to leave at that time but we did not 
properly resolve what troubled us. We deeply regret 
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what we have done. We see now that there was only 
one correct thing for us to have done and that was 
to stay to the end of the meeting, We made a nar- 
row practical decision on a matter that could have 
been re-arranged as against the fulfillment of a 
political responsibility. 

We wish to state that we are in full accord with 
the peace policy of the Soviet Union and we were 
impressed with how this local electoral meeting 
furthered the decisions of the 24th Congress of 
C.P.S.U. We regret that our leaving created an 
impression that we might have been in disagreement 
with the excellent and inspiring speech of Comrade 
Kosygin, 

The four members of the C. P. U.S.A. who were present 
encompass a combined membership of more than 180 
years of membership in the Communist Party and of 
continuous support of the peace policies, socialist 
construction policies of the Soviet ^Un ion under 
leadership of C.P.S;U. in the struggle against 
American imperialism. 

In conclusion, we reiterate our, apologies to Comrade 
Kosygin, our hosts, the Central' Committee of C.P;S.U, 
and to the Moscow district of the C.P.S.U., and to 
the Soviet people. 

In addition to the above statement to be transmitted 
to the CPSU, the CPUS A leadership has expressed the intention 
of sending a very stiff protest back to the CPSU because the 
action taken by the CPUS A delegation was as a result of the 
actions of the translator; Furthermore, the CPUS A leaders feel 
that a serious error was made by the International Department, 
Central Committee, CPSU, In assigning such a politically inept 
person as translator and guide for the CPUSA delegation.

This meeting is intended to lay the foundation 
for policies to be adooted at the 20th Convention, dis- 
cussions concerning which -will take >place in October, At 
this meeting there will be selected a Commission to prepare 
a draft resolution, to be ready Tor discussion by August 20th* - 
The draft will be then discussed aater In the year at a 
National Committee meeting, and other theses relative to -the 
main resolution also will be discussed at this national Committee 
meeting. HALL then discussed the current political situation, 
the economic situation, and the ' ma in mass struggles of the Party. 
HALL attacked the administration for rejecting the new North 
Vietnamese oeace proposals. HALL stated that newspapers exposed 
the secret Pentagon documents not because the newspapers diifered 
with the government en Issues, but because they feared that, if 
the war should contxnue, society as a whole would collapse. , 

HALL charged that the USA is degenerating and 
deteriorating, and stated that President NIXON himself 
had compared the situation in the USA today with that 
Iinmediately preceding the fall of Greece and Rome. Although 
the strongest -imperialist power, the USA, HALL said, was 
vulnerable, and that whatever happens to the USA will have 
effects good or bad, on the rest of the world. HALL empnasized 
the stability of the Socialist countries -In comparison with 
the instability of the USA. He said that the USA plan of 
world conquest had collapsed. He attributed all the current 
economic ills, unemployment, inflation, etc. - to the 
economics of monopoly capitalism, which gives control of 
everything to the banks. 

HALL emphasised the importance of the October 13 
peace meeting, and the necessity of labor 1 s threatening 
work stoppages unless the war be brought to a immediate 
conclusion. He discussed the Black Liberation movement, 
and the ideological struggles, and the ANGELA DAVIS campaign, 
stating that HENHY WINSTON would have charge of that campaign. 
He discussed the tasks of the Hank and File Committee and the 
coming presidential elections. He looked forward he said, to 
new, dramatic changes and mass sentiment for new political 
movements. He urged that the primaries not be neglected, 
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despite emphasis on Independent political action. The 
Party must encourage struggles in the primaries. With 
the help of the 18-20 year old voters, NIXON can be 
defeated in the crucial 1972 election. These youths 
must be urged to take a stand, and to vote. Independent 
political movements are growing rapidly.^ and it is incumbent 
upon the Party to influence them to oppose the NIXON Admini- 
stration. 

There is a possibility of mass defections from the 
two old parties and from capitalist ideology. The possibility 
of launching a new Party exists. No matter what happens 
nationally, the Party should encourage Independent tickets 
locally, and should have its own candidates, including one 
for the presidency. 

HALL then noted that :f leftisn" is still a danger, 
but the main danger is right-conservatism within the CP,USA V 
He attacked what he called the "presidential junta." There" 
■ is no democracy in the USA, and this current administration, 
as well as Its predescessor, does not use Congress even as 
a rubber stamp. It completely Ignores Congress. 

HALL then touched on the work of the Party, 
CP,USA training schools, cadres, etc. He praised the 
current unity in the .Party, and noted that It enjoys 
excellent relations with other Parties. But, according 
to HALL, the Party as yet is not sufficiently Involved 
In mass work and in industry. There Is Insufficient 
planning In the Party. 

HALL mentioned that the Control and Review 
Commission should investigate the behavior of some 
Party people, their work, or lack of work, and the 
lack of discipline in the Party. .He proposed the 
introduction of CP,USA membership cards, dues payments, 
and dues stamps at some time shortly after the next 
convention.

He agreed .fully with 'HALL'S report, and considered 
the discussion of it excellent. He then launched into the 
ANGELA DAVIS problems, stating that It was of paramount 
importance that she obtain bail, and that the Party and the 
anti-imperialist movement do everything humanly possible to 
insure that she be freed on bail. A national campaign to 
free ANGELA DAVIS on bail will also be a national campaign 
against Governor REAGAN in California and against the 
NIXON administration, which is responsible for the terrorist 
campaign against ANGELA DAVIS. There is a conspiracy between 
the KIaON administration and Governor REAGAN of California 
to Keep ANGELA DAVIS in Jail. President NIXON congratulated 
FBI Director J, EDGAR HOOVER when DAVIS was arrested.

I I At this session, GIL GREEN endorsed the report b7c 
of GUS HALL. To bring the war to an end, he said, will 
require the involvement of more than those whom he 
referred to as the "peaceniks." Everybody must become 
involved - every member of the CP,USA must become 
deeply involved. 

The majority of the people are opposed to 
the war, and to end It, these people must become more 
involved. The working class is not sufficiently involved 
today. Of the 16 persons who compose the national co- 
ordinating committe of the People's Coalition For Peace 
and Justice (PCPJ), only one (not identified) is a CP,USA 
member. The CP,USA is the only political organization 
that is part of the coalition. The Trotskyites sent all 
their youth into the PCPJ, but now they are usually voted 
down. It is time the Party sen*' in more people to the 
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organization, for if it does not, it will never solve 
its own problems. According to GREEN, since the 
Milwaukee meeting of the PCFJ, a decision was made to 
admit to membership individuals and membership groups.

to refuse to provide funds for the was in Vietnam. 
ELLSBSRG, who made the Pentagon papers available to 
the press, is scheduled to make a national tour in 
behalf of peace, and will be sponsored by the PCPJ. 

Between August 6th and 9th, in many places 
throughout the country, there will be celebrations of 
"Hiroshima Day;" slogans will reflect the responsibility 
of the USA for "Asian genocide," 

In September, there will be mass demonstrations 
to kill NIXON f S family assistance plan, which is being 
referred to as "NIXON'S destruction plan." It will be 
necessary to obtain the assistance of the trade unions 
in this attack. They should be more than willing to 
help since, were this NIXON plan to become law, people 
would have to work for less than a minimum wage. This 
would affect the standards of all labor. In September, 
the PCPJ will send a large delegation to Washington to 
support and direct whatever activities there will be 
to pressure Congress in this regard. It will be vitally 
necessary that the CP,USA Join in this effort. 

GREEN emphasized that instead of four, as 
suggested by the Trotskyites, there should be fifteen 
peace marches on October 13th, in fifteen separate 
cities, the purpose being to make it unnecessary for 
people to travel. He suggested that there be thirty 
minute, or even half -day work stoppages in shops and 
offices to emphasize the war issue and urban crises. 
Mere peace marches will not be effective. Slogans to be 
used in these demonstrations will be: 'Enough of War, 
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Enough of Lies, Enough of Racism, Enough of Unemployment, 
Enough of Inflation, Enough of Urban Decay, etc. The 
purpose is to enlist the aid of people who are sympathetic 
to one or more of these issues. The more important slogans 
will be: "Bring the Boys Home by Christmas, Take Our Cities 
Out of the War, Save Our Cities, End the Killings." Appeals 
will be made to every trade union to Join in the mass attack. * 
There are also plans to foment strikes among all student 
groups* 

It will be the role of the Party to weld all 
these operations into a cohesive whole. The Party must 
assign people to build the PCPJ movement, and, in this 
connection, each CP club must have a definite assignment* 
This is a time when the Party must decide whether it is a 
Party of action or merely a "think tank/ 1 As a "think 
tank," the Party -will not receive the support of the people. 

GREEN also said that until "people from the 
welfare committees" (of 'the PCPJ) threatened Representative 
SHIRLEY CHISHOMand her Black, Caucus with "sit-ins," the - 
Black Caucus group was not inclined to fight NIXON'S 
assistance plan* The -Black Caucus group was told in no 
uncertain terms, "You had better change your attitude or 
we will sit in all your offices." 

After a discussion on the floor, GREEN'S 
report was approved. 

At the afternoon session on 7/10/61,, of which 
PAT BLAWIS was chairman, 'PHIL BART reported on- the "World 
Marxist Review." GUS HALL considered this report " a 
waste of time," and stated that PHIL BART might just as 
well have remained in Prague.

The panel unanimously endorsed GUS HALL's report 
regarding the wain draft resolution for the coming Convention* 
Its central theme is the building,of the Party, and reflects 
the conviction that there is a need for the Party, and the 
possibility now for the Party to grow and make progress. The 
Party' must now be an "initiator", involved actively in the 
mass struggles, raising the ideological level of the working 
class* "

be a real "breakthrough". 

In preparation for future discussions on the main 
resolution, "Political Affairs" and "Party Affairs" will be 
utilized to familiarize the membership with the issues. "Party 
Affairs will be issued more frequently than it now is. 

^ * ^ ho plan now is to obtain 3-500 new members before 

the 20th Convention, To achieve this goal, the Party will 
develop educational aids on tape for use in the clubs and in. 
•youth groups. It will also issue a manual on the structure 
of the Party and how to conduct pre-Convention discussions. 
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The immediate task ;is to mobilize the Party for 
the October 13th moratorium demonstrations around tho class 
battles that are now developing, such as strikes among tho 
longshoremen and copper workers, and -the impending strike 
among the steel workers* Tho Party must induce the people to 
fight for bail for AKSELA DAVIS. It must, as a major activity, 
work among tho unemployed. It must obtain new subscriptions 
to the "Daily World", and complete the drive to obtain $150,000.00 
for tho said oaoer. At least 1500 new members must be obtained 
for the CP, USA before the Convention and readors of "Political 
Affairs" must be increased by at least 1,000,

The panel had a "high-level" discussion - new young 
people participating - regarding trends in the Black Liberation 
movement, the work of the Black Caucus in Congress, the NAACP, 
the social welfare movement, work of blacks in the trade unions, 
and black caucuses in the trade unions. The panel discussed 
ideological' problems, Afro-Americanism, electoral involvement, 
how to obtain bail for AKGBLA DAVIS, and the necessity to 
involve the working class in all these matters. 

Tho following are the conclusions of the panel: 
One of the main ideological trends in the Black Liberation 
movement is Marxism-Leninism. Although some may be inclined 
to dispute this concept, no one dares any more to say it's 
not a scientific theory. Study of Harxism-Leninism will resolve 
some of the ideological confusion prevailing in the Black 
Liberation movement. In this connection, lectures on Black 
Liberation being given in Party schools should be taped, and 
made available to the Party as a whole, not only to blacks. 
■The Party should prepare a position -paper on tho need for 
unity among the blacks, the Chicanos, and tho Asian people. 
Since the 18 year olds now have tho vote, and 1 the YWLL is 
running an 18 or 19 year old candidate in Boston, every effort 
should <be made to elect this young man. The Party, therefore, 
should .mobilize people in New York and Connecticut to go to 
Boston to work for the election of this young candidate. 
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The latest USA census* reports should bo studied 
to determine in which districts it may be possible to elect 
black candidates* A Marxist Journal for blacks should be 
established, and until it is, Freodomways should be utilized 
for this purpose* Two important black comrades should be 
'assigned to work for the PCPJ in order to assist in mobilizing 
the October 13th moratorium. They also should be utilized to 
assist in the campaign to free ANGJELA DAVIS, Goals should be 
set for the recruitment of blacks into the Party, 

Regional committees should be established to make 
effective the Black Liberation movement. In that connection, 
regional Black Liberation conferences should be held during 
the next four months to discuss the coming Convention. There 
should be organized seminars on key ideological questions 
regarding the role of the working class, the history of racism, 
pan-Africanism as not the road to liberation for the blacks, 
and electoral struggles in connection with 'the Black Liberation 
movement. Black Liberation committees should meet three times 
a year with District representatives. People who work in 
concentration Industries should be invited to Black Liberation 
committee meetings, and the Black Liberation committee meetings 
should be held once a month. 

After a discussion of the panel report, the said 
report was unanimously accepted, 

ARNOLD JOHNSON delivered the panel report on 
Political Action, He said the panel accepted GUS HALL«s 
report as the basic document of pre-Convention resolutions. 
He spoke of the upsurge of independent political action 
which will be seen developing in the coming primary elections. 
He said that as of yet no significant support from labor or 
mass movements is visible. He referred to the 18 to 21 year 
old voters as a group to be reckoned with and whose assistance 
must be sought. He also stated that the OP, USA should choose 
a candidate to enter the presidential race, 

JOHNSON re-affirmed what he called GUS HALL' s 
"threo-pronged attack", that is, the Party's working within 
the two major political parties, working to build an independent 
political movmont, and working by itself. 
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JOHNSON'S report was endorsed after a floor 
discussion thereof. 

The Labor Panel report was submitted "by ROSCOE 
PROCTOR, the report being to 'the following effect: 

GUS HALL 1 s report should be the basis of discussions 
on labor and trade union problems. The CP Labor Commission 
should publish a discussion guide ibased on the HALL report 
emphasizing trade unions and labor. The Party should lend 
every effort to preparations for the impending steel strike, 
and should support the current strikes of longshoremen and 
copper workers. 

It should be recommended to the Political Committee 
that the next Convention issue a resolution on labor. The 
Labor Commission should formulate concrete proposals with 
respect to securing the freedom of ANGELA DAVIS. 

In working for the October 13th moratorium, there 
should be utilization of the "Pentagon papers*" 

The time is opportune to push the sale of GEORGE 
MORRIS 1 book "Labor Rebellion." 

At the afternoon session on 7/12/71, of which 
CHARLES WILSON was chairman, HENRY WINSTON nominated

proposal was unanimously endorsed, HALL andf (receiving 

a standing ovation. (There will be no publt 
this matter until a future date.) 
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HENRY WINSTON remarked that this was one of the 
finest meetings ever* The composition and discussion at 
the meeting among the youth,, rank and file, blacks, whites, 
women, students, and various minorities was very encouraging* 

WINSTON stated that an honor task had been given 
to him. This task was part of the massive struggle going 
on in the shops, on the campuses, and in the black community 
to prepare for the elections in 1972. 

He stated that the Political Committee, CPUSA, had 
discussed ways to exert political influence on policies that 
will make it possible- for people to move forward independently. 
He also stated that an awareness is to be noted of the growing 
consolidation of the Party on the ideological, political, and 
organizational front. WINSTON continued we are not pragmatistsj 
we are concerned that the enemy is concentrating all its 
ideological weapons against us. Wherever these attacks appear, 
from right or left, the aim is the same. We are attacked by 
"labor" leaders, separatists, Irotskyltes, and social democrats. 
We should not underestimate this danger to our Party. 

The Political Committee has decided that our Party 
has reached a stage where our organization, our many friends 
and sympathizers, honest people, can join together in the 
crusade against monopoly capital. 

Our candidates for the elections will display a 
quality of leadership by example. They can fulfill with 
honor the task assigned to them.. We will establish an election 
campaign committee and utilize the best talent we have to put 
across this campaign for our mass objective in 1972. 

HELEN WINTER made the formal proposal that the 
next CP Convention be held from February 11th to February 
14*h, 1972, preferably in New York; that there be pre- 
Convention discussions between October 1, 1971, and January 
1, 1972. 
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^JINTH* also proposed that there be from 175 to 200 
delegates and alternates to the Convention, representation to 
be determined by membership statistics for the control period 
September, October, and November, During this control period, 
there will be a convention registration based on average dues 
payments. She stated that the convention will cost the Party 
a minimum of $^5,000. 00, plus the cost of transporting the 
delegates* Anticipated funds to defray some of the convention 
expenses^are as follows: 

Convention dues assessment $ 5,000.00 

Regular $5.00 fee per delegate 1,000.00 

1/5 Annual Party Fund 2,000.00 

District contribution to National Committee - $ 5,000.00 

National Office fund appeal 30,000.00 

The formula for delegates will be: One delegate for 
every district, .plus an additional delegate for every 20 members. 
In districts composed of from 100 to 300 newbers there will be 
o«o delegate for overy 30 members. The National Office will 
finance one alternate for each district, and the districts will 
finance -«all others. 

People from the National Office will be elected from 
the various districts. If a National Committee member fails 
to be 'elected to the Convention, he will bo permitted to be 
present, he will bo allowed to speak, but he will have no vote. 

During the discussion period, "Party Affairs" will be 
published monthly. 

All resolutions must be submitted before January 1, 1972; 
no resolution will be permitted to be presented on the floor 
of the convention except by permission of the Convention. 

All the above proposals of KSfcEN WINTER wore endorsed 
after discussion thoroof at the meeting. 
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Before the final adjournment, HALL summarized the 
meeting and stated in effect as follows: 

It is indeed a great honor bestowed upon me to be 
selected for the Presidency* This offers many opportunities 
for our Party. I hope we are adequate to the task before 
us. 

I completely agree with "WINNIE" that this was a 
great meeting* It is a reflection of the basic health and 
new political maturity of our Party. This really came through 
in the important and, enlightening speeches of our dedicated 
comrades. We are now closing the gap between theory and 
practice and are on the verge of a qualitative character 
shift by our Party which was evident in our meeting. I again 
agree with "WINNIE" on the contribution to our Party by our 
black comrades, the shop committees, and the women. 

It is undeniable that we have differences on tac- 
tical questions. These should be expressed and fully aired 
but we should come as close as possible to resolving these 
differences and arriving at an understanding. An explosive 
situation is currently prevalent in this country and political 
elements are changing which will result in the following: 1) 
issues that people face will be expressed in the 1972 elections; 
2) issues will mold independent form and lead to a breakaway 
from the o Id parties , 

A broad people's upsurge is taking place against 
the war, racism, and poverty. This will be the atmosphere 
in the country during the presidential election. Other new 
things affecting the elections will be the role of the 
black political movement and the independent movement which 
will give political life a new direction. The youth vote, 
not only because they will vote, will be included in the 
upsurge pf this period as they are becoming disenchanted 
with the current old political structure. 

What is new in the broad, independent movement? 
It is the development along lines that keep options open; 
that is, they are deciding whether they will move inside 
the Democratic Party or move one step above for a mass 
breakaway. This is decided by the masses; we do not make 
this decision. This is why the primaries will be so important. 
They will provide the options. We have to do away with 
illusions that the Democratic Party will ever be a vehicle 
for change. Only a breakaway will accomplish this.

We should always work for the establishment of 
independent forms* We must participate in dialogs with 
other groups. We should announce our ticket early* Let 
the left think about it. Let the youth know they do have 
an alternative, 

HALL suggested that wherever possible the Party 
have candidates on the local level. He suggested that the 
Party choose ten Congressional Districts whore communist 
candidates should run. He said that candidates then should 
be nominated and given active support. He emphasized that 
to build the Party there must be considerable work among 
the masses from whom new CP members must be recruited. He 
referred to the new internal security legislation before 
Congress which he described as "the most dangerous ever." 

We must be prepared for the biggest ideological 
onslaught ever against the CPUS A. This will take from in 
anti-communism, anti-Semitism, and racism. Put them all 
together and- you have a tremendous destructive force. 
Efforts to undermine black-white unity in our Party now 
comes in the "garb" of the left. 

HALL, in referring to a "presidential deal" to 
release JAMES HOFFA from prison by Christmas, stated we 
favor his freedom but are against any deal that strengthens 
the enemy, forfeits the rights of the Teamsters Membership „ 
in order to secure Teamster support for President NIXON. 
Our Party will be larger, stronger, and more active by the 
time of the next Convention. It will be a new Party. 

The meeting ended after motions made bv l I

During April, 1971, a source, who has furnished 
reliable information in the past, advised as follows: 

During April, 1971, the Communist Party, USA 
(CPUS A) made a request of the 'Communist Party of the 
Soviet Union (CPSU) that a group of twelve to fifteen black 
Americans, consisting of writers, professors, and other in- 
dividuals of influence in the black community in the United 
States, be invited to visit the USSR* This group is to be 
led by George Uurphy, a writer on a Negro newspaper, who 
wants to study Soviet life. Upon their return to the United 
States, they would report on the good work being done in 
the Soviet Union ♦ 

The CPUS A noted that it was important that the 
group visit places like Uzbekistan and Turkmenistan in order 
to observe how the Soviet Union has solved the nationalities 
question. The writings of these influential black people 
will combat the flood of anti-Soviet ism in the United States 
and would serve as an antidote to the anti-Soviet ism of people 
liko Stokely Carmichael and others.

Stokely Carmichael, a black extremist who has 
publicly espoused violence to achieve equality 
for blacks , maintains permanent residence in 
Africa* 

This group would consist of such famous people 
as Alice Childress; Go Idle Watson; Harwell Cooke; (first 
name unknown) Flaner from Washington, D.C. ; Ttoa Curtis 
from Chicago, Illinois; and, Carle ton Horse of Los Angeles. 
California. 

The people in this group wish to visit the Soviet 
Union in August, 1971, 

In July, 1971, source advised that the CPUSA in 
June, 1971, again requested that the CPSU invite the dele- 
gation to be led by George Hurphy to the Soviet Union. 
Murphy was described as a black Journalist and a member 
of the family who controls the "Baltimore Afro-American." 
He is in every way a splendid individual motivated by 
the highest standards, especially the role of the Soviet 
Union in domestic and foreign policies. He is a great 
friend of the Soviet Union, a magnificent defender of the 
policies of the CPUSA, and a close friend of Henry Winston, 
National Chairman of the CPUSA. In the black liberation 
movement he is a titan. 

In July, 1971, Gus Hall, General Secretary of the 
CPUSA, advised the CPSU that Henry Winston was very concerned 
and sensitive to the black delegation traveling to the Soviet 
Union. He wants these visits to be successful and hopes that 
they will have a tremendous impact upon the black liberation 
struggle in the United States. Hall advised that a very 
important comrade, Mrs. Norma Rogers, of New York, New York, 
had been left out of the delegation. It was his request 
that she be included in the delegation* She would act as the 
CPUSA representative working with Hurphy responsible to the 
CPUSA.

On July 11, 1971, GUS HALL, General Secretary of 
the Communist Party, USA (CPUSA) , made the following comments 
concerning IRVING POTASH, a member of the Political Committee, 
CPUSA: 

HALL stated that IRVING POTASH is getting old and 
sick and HALL would like to take POTASH out of his present 
work in the New York District, CPUSA, and put him to work on 
the Review, Audit and Appeals Commission of the CPUSA* 
According to HALL, POTASH is having a difficult time working 
with the other leaders in the New York District. A person 
involved in trade union work should be more active, but 
POTASH is unable to do so* HALL expressed the opinion that 
POTASH is getting senile, HALL indicated that he wished 
that POTASH would be able to take a trip abroad but this is 
probably impossible. As an alternative, HALL may invite 
POTASH to spend a month with HALL at HALL' s summer place on 
Long Island before he breaks the news to POTASH about changing 
his assignment in the CPUSA. 

Subsequent to this discussion, during mid -July, 
1971, IRVING POTASH made the following remarks: 

POTASH posed the question whether there is one 
chance in a thousand that he can travel to the USSR to be 
examined by Soviet doctors, receive treatment in the Soviet 
Union for his many ills, and then get back Into the United 
States. POTASH is living with a brace on his neck and back 
and is getting more deaf every day. POTASH stated that he 
knows he could get out of the United States and go to the 
USSR but he does not know how he would ever be able to get 
back into the United States because of his current Illegal 
status in the United States. 

POTASH indicated that the suggestion has been made 
to him that he should consult the American Civil Liberties 
Union to see what can be done about his present status in 
the United States and to see whether or not something could 
be worked out so he could return to the United States if he 
should leave for a trip to the USSR. Someone had remarked 
to POTASH that something might be done for him since HARRY ( 

YARIS has been able to stay in this country. POTASH then 
commented that he is willing to bet that YARlS^ameyinto ^&Js > 
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country in conjunction with the State Department* In POTASH'S 
opinion, YARIS has always been an anti-Party element and anti- 
Polish in his sentiment. When it was pointed out to POTASH 
that the lawyer being used by YARIS was obtained for him by 
GIBBY NEEDLEltAN and that NEEDLEMAN got YARIS; Ms present job 
with ALVIN KOENIGSBERG, POTASH persisted and stated that maybe 
the Party should investigate GIBBY NEEDLEMAN as well.'

HALL stated that the hone which he maintains on 
Long Island was arranged for him by HARRIS* At this point, 
HARRIS has indicated a desire to retire and this has created 
certain problems for HALL. Apparently, this house is in 
HARRIS 1 name and so are certain funds which belong to the 
Party but which are managed by HARRIS. HARRIS has not even 
informed his wife about these matters and, therefore, if 
HARRIS were to die, it would appear that these funds, the 
house, etc., are part of his estate. HALL is now considering 
having these matters taken over by someone else. Specifically, 
HALL is searching for someone to take over title to his house 
on Long Island, or he can place it in trust, and then the 
house would be rented by some member of HALL's family for a 
nominal sum. 

According to HALL, HARRIS wants to retire and has 
already bought a house somewhere in Connecticut. HALL is 
rather upset with HARRIS because HALL believes that HARRIS 
has come into a large amount of money through inheritance 
and HARRIS is not willing to share any of this money with 
the CPUSA. 

During the period July 30 to August 1, 1971, HALL 
was In Chicago, Illinois. At that time, he stated he is in 
the process of liquidating a CPUSA fund in New York City that 
is administered by ;LEM HARRIS and SI GERSON; As part of 
this liquidation, money from this fund is being given to 
NATALIE MYERS for use in Imported Publications, Inc., Chicago, 
Illinois. HALL brought with him a check for $3,000, dated 
July 22, 1971, drawn on the Bank of New York City, payable 
to Imported Publications, Inc., drawn on the personal account 
and signed by LEMENTUPHAM HARRIS. HALL stated that this 
check was to be delivered to MYERS who should be told that 
this $3,000 comes from HARRIS as a donation toner, MYERS 
should be told that she must write a letter to HARRIS 
acknowledging receipt of this donation of $3,000.

Reference is made to memorandum dated August 25, 
1971, entitled, "Communist Party, USA - International 
Relations; internal Security - Communist/' 

Referenced memorandum advised that Irving Charles 
Velson, a representative of the International Longshoremen's 
and Warehousemen's Union (ILWU), who is described as a 
Communist Party (CP) sympathizer by Gus Hall, General Secre- 
tary of the CPUSA, intended to leave for the Soviet Union 
on September 6, 1971. It was noted that Velson's trip to 
the Soviet Union as well as a number of other socialist 
countries, including Czechoslovakia and the German Democratic 
Republic, was being arranged by the CPUSA. 

During September, 1971, a source, who has furnished 
reliable information in the past, advised as follows: 

On September 2, 1971, Velson, who resides at 181 
Hillcrest Road, Berkeley, California 94705, was in New York 
City, New York, where he was registered at the St. Regis 
Hotel, 2 East 55th Street, New York City. While there, Velson 
sent word to Gus Hall that he and other leaders of the ILWU 
could not understand why Hall did not come to the West Coast 
as he had promised £0 do for the purpose of trying to control 
some of the CP leftists who were causing the ILWU so much 
trouble on the West Coast, According to Velson, they have

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joined with ultra- left ists outside the CP and were even 
picketing against the union negotiators at the West Coast 
longs horemen*s strike. Velson said that as far as the 
1UXU is concerned, the CPUSA nay already have burned its 
bridges with that union and ILWU President , Harry Bridges, 
has expressed the opinion that it is of no use to even talk 
to the CPUSA any more. Velson stated that if this keeps up, 
the 1UHV may even split or the right wing in the union nay 
take over the union. In his opinion, the splitting tactics 
of these CP members may destroy the union altogether. He 
repeated that he could not understand why Hall did not cone 
to the West Coast or at least send a deputy. 

In response to this nessage for Hall, Velson was 
informed that Hall had sent Roscoe Proctor, a member of the 
Political Committee, CPUSA, to the West Coast as his personal 
deputy to handle these matters raised by Velson. However, 
Velson replied that Proctor had not been in touch with him 
or with the other JLWU leadex*s involved. 

Velson further informed Hall that he had talked 
to some people in the conservative longshoremen^ unions 
of the AFI^CIO. They had' told Velson that they had been 
in touch with representatives of ;tforth Vietnam who had 
promised to release some American prisoners of war to them. 
The union leaders had stated that such an action on the part 
of the Vietnamese would assist greatly in swinging sentiment 
of the American labor movement against United States policy 
in Vietnam. Velson was informed by Hall that the CPUSA would 
have nothing to do with the question of prisoners of war. 
The Vietnamese have already Indicated that the question of 
prisoners was not a separate question, but, in reality, was 
inextricably bound to the question of an overall political 
settlement in Vietnam. Therefore, the Vietnamese have always 
appreciated and praised the CPUSA for its policy of not 
raising this issue with the Vietnamese. If trade union leaders 
wanted to raise this with Vietnamese representatives in Paris, 
Franco, or elsewhere, the CPUSA would not raise any objections, 
but the CPUSA would have nothing to do with raising this 
question. 

Velson departed from New York City on the evening 
of September 5, 1971, via BOAC, en route to London, England, 
arriving on the morning of September 6, 1971. Velson was 
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scheduled to continue his trip at 10:05 a.n. , September 6, 
1971, via Aeroflot flight 312, en route to Moscow, USSR, 
arriving at 3 : 35 p,ei. , that date. iVhlle in Moscow, Velson 
was to stay at the National Hotel. Velson advised that 
he will also visit Czechoslovakia, if the opportunity pre- 
sents itself, but he has decided not to visit Berlin, German 
Democratic Republic. Velson has a visa for a stay in the 
USSR of eight or nine days, but the visa can be extended. 
Therefore, the date of Velson' 8 probable return to the United 
States is unknown at this tiwe.

GUS HALL, General Secretary of the Communist 
Party, USA (CPUSA) recently ma,de the following consents 
concerning financial transactions of the CPUSA, 

According to HALL, the CPUSA has already spent 
$150,000 on the Angela Davis Defense Campaign. HALL did 
not Indicate the manner in which this money has been 
funneled into the defense fund. 

HALL stated that the CPUSA intends to greatly 
increase its financial support of the National Coordinating 
Committee for Trade Union Action and Democracy and for rank 
and file union committees generally across the country. 

The CPUSA has already established a new Marxist 
center in Harlem and intends to buy a building for that 
purpose. This building will serve as a headquarters for 
:the CPUSA in Harlem as well as a school and book store. 

The CPUSA intends to buy the building in which 
the VDaily World" is printed; This will cost $1,000,000, 
although the full amount is not needed all at once. 

The CPUSA has bought a building in San Francisco 
for the "People's Hf or Id." This is a building which was 
formerly controlled by a Finnish group. 

HALL also indicated that funds will have to be 
spent .to make a change in the current set up of the 
National Council of American- Soviet Friendship (NCASF). 
HALL is very dissatisfied because the NCASF is "standing 
still" in New York City. However, some of the local groups 
are doing things. For example, there is some activity in 
this area in Los Angeles, San Francisco and Chicago, but 
the central establishment in New York City is worthless. 
HALL indicated the intention is to organize something 
broader than the current set up of the NCASF.

The vote of the United Nations to admit China 
was a serious defeat for the United States. The United 
Nations now has become a battlefield of the class struggle 
and a forum from which MAO can seek support for his theories. 
At this time no one knows what MAO's strategy will be. 
Although currently there is a struggle within the Chinese 
Communist Party, it seems that the basic Maoist opportunistic 
line prevails - a line that is essentially anti-Soviet, 
and weakening in its opposition to imperialism. 



That the Chinese, as announced by CHOU-En lai 
and the head of the Chinese delegation to the United, Nations, 
intend to defend the smaller and weaker nations is a com- 
plete fabrication* China's policy is not progressive in 
that the Chinese aligned themselves with the Sudanese, 
and virtually abandoned North Vietnam by agreeing to confer 
with President NIXON* It is difficult to anticipate what 
the policies and tactics of the Chinese will be with respect 
to specific issues* 

The CPUSA will watch the Chinese very closely 
and will challenge them ideologically and tactically on 
whatever they do that is inconsistent with the aims and: 
objectives of the international movement. Maoism is a 
distortion of Marxism- Leninism - it is petty bourgeois 
nationalism and chauvinism that MAO is attempting to impose 
upon the international Communist movement* It is a com- 
bination of Confucianism, Buddhism, and mysticism, a philo- 
sophy which has its roots in feudal concepts* Maoism 
has a kinship to what Communists label "petty bourgeois 
radicalism." It is seeking dominance in "a third world." 

China is hoping for a war between the United 
States and the Soviet Union as a result of which both the 
United States and the Soviet Union will destroy each other 
or, at least, become totally weakened as world powers, 
leaving China in a position to dominate the world. 

After the cultural revolution, which had weakened 
them, the Chinese began to seek contacts with the rest 
of the world, and rapprochement with the United States, 
a rapprochement based upon anti-Sovietism, President ■ 
NIXON* s scheduled conference with the Chinese is predicated 
upon the assumption that the Chinese anti-Soviet position 
is a firm one, which is a dangerous assumption. 

The situation in the Mid-East is a festering 
stalemate which requires strong opposition to Israeli 
aggression. In that connection, the CPUSA will organize 
a demonstration against the Israelis to be held in New 
York City on November 23, 1971, It is imperative that 
the Jewish people in the United States be convinced that 
Israel is a puppet of the United States and the other 
imperialist powers.

NIXON's economic policy 
is "corporate fascism 11 similar to that of Spain, Portugal 
and Greece. Trade union contracts have been abrogated, 
contract negotiations are being stymied and the corporations 
are trying to lower the level of wages and working conditions. 

The government has become a strikebreaker for the 
corporations* The Party, in retaliation, should demand a 
general strike, a repeal of the Economic Stabilization Act 
and should flood the American Federation of Labor-Congress 
of Industrial Organizations (AFL-CIO) convention with pro- 
testing telegrams.

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Church. This trend began in 1965 and is becoming more and 
more obvious* The paramount issues in the 1972 elections 
will be Indo-China, the wage and price freeze, and the general 
economic policies of the present, all these issues being 
related in that they are part of the underlying issue - 
capitalism. How effectively the Party can exert its influence 
on the people as regards these issues will be reflected in 
the results of the 1972 elections. What the Party primarily 
hopes to achieve as a result of the 1972 elections is recog- 
nition as a legal Party. There are twenty-nine states that 
bar the Party, The aim of the Party is to put the Party on 
the ballot in thirty states. In some states, where the 
Par ty is illegal, there may be an attempt to put GUS HALL 
and I I CPUSA candidates, respectively, for the 

presidency and vice-presidency, on the ballot by the for- b7C 
mation of new organizations. 

The Party must make wide use in the election cam- 
paign of radio, television, and the press. It must reach 
the people. It must concentrate on industry. It is most 
important to keep in mind that in the election campaign the 
Party must utilize a mass forum for the propagation of its 
ideas. It must take advantage of the dissension within the 
Democratic and Republican Parties,, and work not only outside, 
but also within, these organizations. The Party should make 
a contribution of one thousand dollars to the Woodcutters 
Union, which is on strike in Mississippi. (This suggestion 
was approved by the National Committee.) 

Upon the completion of WINSTON'S report, a motion 
was made and carried that the CPUSA Organizational Bureau 
prepare a master plan for the 1972 election campaign. It 
also was announced at the meeting that the Party would hold 
an industrial conference in Chicago on December 11th and 12th, 
1971. '< -

Following the discussion WINSTON'S report was endorsed by 
the meeting: 
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GUS HALL submitted a report on Party leadership, 
which was to the following effect: 

Perfecting leadership in the Party is like pruning 
a tree - a revolutionary party requires constant self-criti- 
cism and a constant effort to improve itself* All facets 
of Party operations should be subject to improvement, including 
the Political Committee, the National Committee, the editorial 
board of the "Daily World," etcetera. Otherwise, opportunism 
creeps in, as well as political and ideological stagnation. 
It is deplorable that the Party does not hold meetings in 
its own name. Last year, in the state of New York, there 
was not one single meeting held by the Party in its own name. 

A review of the circulation of Party pamphlets 
reflects that such pamphlets are not reaching the majority 
of. people. Eighty percent of the circulation of the Party 
paper is to non-Par ty people. 

With regard to the Political Committee, its biggest 
weakness is that its decisions are not put into effect. 
This is the greatest weakness of the Party. There is not 
sufficient communication between the Political Committee 
and the membership in general. HALL proposed a number of 
motions, which were discussed and carried, the motions 
having been as follows: 

(1) The Political Committee should set up a 
platform committee for the next National Convention, 

(2) That the Political Committee continue an 
examination of its work, setting up a special committee 
to review detailed matters. 

(3), That Communist Party districts and clubs 
inaugurate similar examinations of their work. 

(4) That the National Committee appoint a 
committee on structure and related questions of leadership, 
the committee to include RQSCOS PROCTOR , CARL and HELEN 
TUNTER, CLAUDS i.TflffnTOfTTj I land three people 
from some important districts, 

(5) That editorials in Party publications - 
reflecting Party policy - be prepared "collectively," that 
is, that there must be "group consent" to the content re- 
flecting Party policy. 
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(6) That the Political Committee be responsible 
for Party literature " reaching the masses.

(7) That at the next Political' Committee meeting, 
a committee should be appointed to insure the establishment 
of a Spanish section in the magazine section of the "Daily 
World/ 1 

(8) That a national conference of "people in 
the field" be convened to discuss Party ideology, the said 
conference to be held at some time after the National Con- 
vention. 

The reports above mentioned were discussed by 
those present at the meeting, and unanimously endorsed. 
HALL'S motions likewise were discussed and endorsed. 

At the meeting it was decided that the CPUSA 
National Convention be held from February 18 to February 
21, 1972. 

The meeting agreed that the CPUSA International 
Department should send greetings and thanks to many Communist

There was an announcement at this session -that 
because of ill health MIKE EISENSCHER had requested leave 
of absence from the- National Committee* The meeting agreed 
that such a leave of absence should be granted EISENSCHER. 

This granting of a leave of absence is tantamount 
to accepting his resignation, he will probably be removed 
from the National Committee. 

The question was raised at this session why GIL 
GREEN*s book which was making quite an impression on 
"leftists," 1 could not be purchased. The answer was given 
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that currently there are no more books available. It was 
further disclosed that book reviewers of the "Daily World" 
were in disagreement about the book* Some thought GREEN 
had not "pushed the Party" as much as he could have. Despite 
this criticism it is felt that the book is a "positive con- 
tribution" and its sale should be encouraged. 

With regard to PAUL NOVICK, editor of the "Morning 
Freiheit," Yiddish language communist newspaper, a committee 
was formed during the meeting, to effect his ouster from the

NOVICK will be given a hearing before he is formally 
expelled from the Party* KLING made several motions with 
respect to the NOVICK matter, which are as follows: 

(1) With respect to a letter submitted by NOVICK 
in his defense, that the National Committee agree unanimously 
to reject it and consider it "a factional statement with 
racist overtones"; that it be conceded that NOVICK is mobilizing 
against the Communist Party* 

(2) That NOVICK be brought before a trial committee 
sometime in February, 1972, the reason for this date being 
to give Jewish comrades and Party friends an opportunity 
to study the documents involved. 

Younger members of the committee had been in favor 
of the immediate expulsion of NOVICK, but "older and cooler 
heads" prevailed," 

These motions were discussed and carried. 

At the meeting it was agreed that all documents 
concerning the NOVICK matter be circulated in the Party 
so that no one could accuse the party of forgery of the 
pertinent documents. It was agreed i:hat it is of the 
greatest importance to win over to the Party's side all 
Jewish members and friends. 

The meeting also endorsed a suggestion of GUS 
HALL's that the Political Committee appoint a Jewish Interim 
Committee, 
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Vh The National Committee agreed to publicize the 
NOVICK matter in the "Morning Freiheit," "Daxly World, 
and other Party publications. 

The meeting terminated at this point.
